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PUBLIC DEBT PROBLEMS 


HOW SHALL MATURING BONDS BE 
PROVIDED FOR. 

AUNTING UP AUTHORITY FOR SCALING THE 
INTEREST—THE MEMBERS OF THE CABI- 
NET DIVIDED IN OPINION—A DECISION 
NOT YET REACHED. 

Wasuinerton, April 8.—The question as 
to the best method of providing for the matur- 
ing 5 and 6 per cent. bonds was discussed at 
the Cabinet meeting to-day, butso far ascan be 
ascertained no definite conclusion was reached. 
The proposition made to Secretary Windom 
while in New York by the national banks, to 
extend the maturing 6 per cent. bonds upon 
the condition that the rate of interest after 
July 1 shall be reduced to 3 or 314g per cent. 
yer annum has received considerable atten- 
tion since ths return of the Secretary, and the 
Attorney-General has been diligently engaged 


in searching the statutes to find authority for 


such a proceeding. The only provision of law 
that furnishes the slightest semblance of au- 
thority for carrying out this extraordinary 
proposition is found in a joint resolution of 
Congress, approved March 17, 1864, 
which provides ‘that the Secretary of 


the Treasury be authorized to anticipate 
the payment of interest on the public debt by 
a period not exceeding one year, from time to 
time, elther with or without a rebate of in- 
terest on the coupons as to him may seem ex- 
pedient.” Admitting that this provision 
of law furnishes the authority for which 
the Secretary of the Treasury has 
been industriously searching to scale the 
interest of the bonded obligations of the 
United States, the mode of procedure 
‘would be to inform holders of 6 per cent, bonds 
that on July 1 the Treasury would pay in ad- 
‘vance one year’s interest, with a rebate of 3 or 
21g per cent., as the case may be. Having 
done this, and assuming that Congress will 
pass & refunding measure next Winter, 
motice could be given next April that the 
outstanding 6 per cent. bonds would be re- 
deemed on presentation, and that interest 
would cease on them after June 30, 1882. Of 
course, this proceeds upon the assumption that 
the holders of 6 per cent. bonds would agree 
to accept 3 per cent. per annum, which, ex- 
cept in the case of national banks, is not likely. 
The scheme contemplates, however, that the 
principal shall be paid to all holders who 
refuse to agree to the scaling process. The 
national banks would, a agree to 
accept the reduced interest, for the reason that 
they must have bonds to deposit to secure their 
circulating notes, and they would rather hold 
the maturing bonds at3 per cent. than be 
forced to purchase 4 per cents ata high pre- 
znium to replace them. Unfortunately, how- 
ever, the banks could not make the scaling 
plan successful because of the $196,000,000 of 
6 per cents outstanding. They now have 
‘on deposit with the Treasurer less than $47,- 
000,000, or about one-fourth of the entire 
amount. Regardless of the doubtful legality 
and practicability of the scaling scheme, the 
bare proposition thus to dicker with the public 
creditors would, it is believed, cause the na- 
tional credit in foreign countries to sustain a 
shock from which it would not soon recover. 
(f the Government has the ability to redeem 
the maturing bonds they should be called in 


and paid. If it has not that ability, it should 
tontinue to pay that rate of interest fixed by 
the contract under which the loan was au- 
thorized. 

The act of 1864, relating to the temporary 
borrowing of money and the issuance there- 
for of certificates of deposit, was also dis- 
cussed at the Cabinet meeting. Assistant Sec- 
retary Upton argues that this law is obsolete, 
because it was superseded; and, further, 
that it was practically repealed, because 
it is not contained in thé Revised 
Statutes. He made a brief to this effect, which 
was referred to the Attorney-General. Mr. 
(Upton, however, cannot point to the law which 
js alleged to have superseded the act in ques- 
tion, and the fact that it was omitted from 
the: Revised Statutes has no force. Other- 
wise it could be held that the United 
States has no bonded debt, as the Revised 
Statutes contain none of the acts under which 
the various loans were created. Itisalsourged 
»gainst the act of 1864 that the certificates 
therein authorized, having once been issued, 
the authority of the act is exhausted, This is 
not true. The act was never executed and not 
2» dollar was borrowed nor a certificate issued 
onder it. Whatever was done in this direction 
was done under the acts of 1862, and the face 
pf the certificates issued will show this fact. 

Treasurer Gilfillan holds that the act is oper- 
itive, and may now be used in connection with 
measures to provide for the maturing bonds; 
pnd he made an argument to this effect in a 
brief, which was submitted to the Attorney- 
General with that submitted by Assistant Sec- 
retary Upton.

DELAWARE POLITICAL LAWS. 


—__-—»———— 

PUSHING THROUGH, WITHOUT DEFENSE, 
SCHEMES TO PERPETUATE THEIR CON- 
TROL. 

Dover, Del., April 8.—The Legislature 
will adjourn sine die to-morrow, and nearly 
the whole of the afternoon session to-day was 
devoted to the consideration of political meas- 
ures proposed by the Democrats. These were 


-five in number, and all passed by a strictly 


party vote. The bill which drew forth the 
most opposition was that to provide for a uni- 
form ballot at all State and municipal elec- 
tions. Under its provisions, all tickets, to be 
counted, must be of a certain size precisely, of 
a certain kind of paper, printed in a certain 
manner, and with no distinguishing mark 
other than the name of one or other of the po- 
litical parties. There are further provisions 
giving the Secretary of State the care of the 
paper on which ballots must be printed, to be 
counted, together with other stipulations, 
which practically put it in the power of the 
opposition to commit great frauds, even to the 
extent of disfranchising voters of the opposi- 
tion by wholesale. In connection with the 
present assessment laws, it will place the Re- 
publican Party at the mercy of the Democrats, 
and if the advantage which the act affords is 
taken by the State officials it will render a 
free expression of political opinion impossible. 

The other political measures acted upon by 
the Democrats were to this effect: To prevent 
political parades in the State; to relieve the 
citizens of the Eleventh Ward, Wilmington, 
from city taxation; to appoint additional con- 
stables for Wilmington, and to amend the as- 
sessment laws. The Democrats hope that all 
of these will be of advantage tothem. The 
act relating to parades was proposed because 
in times past the Democrats have utterly failed 
to get upacreditable torch-light procession. 
That to relieve the Eleventh Ward from taxa- 
tion is designed to appease the 
tion of the residents ot Browntown, 
the district recently annexed to _ the 
city of Wilmington for political reasons. 
The purpose of the additional Constables bill 
is anticipatory of Republican success in New- 
castle County, and it was passed in order that 
if such was the outcome the party would still 
have officers to do their questionable werk. 
The Assessment bill is intended to make the 
laws of this State with reference to tax levy 
and collection even more complicated, and to 
throw hindrances in the me of Republicans 
getting upon the assessment list and qualifying 
to vote. All these measures are unpopular. 
Though attacked vigorously by Republicans 
to-day, no attempt was made to defend their 
passage.

THE BALTIMORE POST OFFICE CASE. 


BEGINNING THE SUIT OF MISS MURRAY 
AGAINST POSTMASTER TYLER. 
BALtmMorE, April 8.—After repeated delays 


and postponements, the suit of Miss Mary A. Mur- 
ray, formerly a clerk in the Baltimore Post Office, 
against Postmaster E. B. Tyler, for $20,000 for al- 
leged indecent assaults and proposals at different 
times, began to-day in the Howard County Court, 
at Ellicott City. Most of the day was spent in ar- 
gument on the plea of the Postmaster of non-resi- 
dence in Baltimore City, where the suit was 


brought. The court decided that this question should 
go tothe i, with the question of damages, Mr. Er- 
nest Reall,of counsel for Miss Murray.then made the 
opening statement, in which he said that the plain- 
tiff intended to prove that. in July, 1877, one month 
after Miss Murray received her appointment. Gen. 
Tyler made the first assault upon her. Miss Mur- 
ray was at her desk early in the morning, when the 
Postmaster came in and asked fora Jetter which 
was in thesafe. She at once went to get it, Gen. 
Tyler following her. As she was in the act of 
taking the letter from its place, Gen. Tyler caught 
her hand and treated her in such a way 
that she indignantly withdrew_and commanded 
him to leave the apartment. From this time his 
nersecutions began. He wanted her to go with 

im for a ride in the park, and when this was de- 
clined he asked her if he might see her at her 
boarding-house. She refused again, and about 
December was removed to the ladies’ delivery de- 
partment. One day in January, 1878, while she was 
alone in the room, he came in and caught her by 
the wrist, and, with one arm about her waist, 
pulled her in the corner, where they were entirely 


cut off from all view from the delivery window. 


Afterward she heard that she was to be discharged 
and went to his office to inquire about it, when he 
told her that if she had done as he had wanted she 
would have had things herown way. After this 
opeuing statement some unimportant evidence 
was taken and the court adjourned until to-day. 


VALUABLE HORSES POISONED. 
Kincston, N, Y., April 8.—There is much 


excitement among horse-owners in the town of 


Rhinebeck, Dutchess County, over the recent loss 
of several valuable horses by Mr. Ehlers, of Clifton 
Point, in that town. Upto yesterday four animals 
had already died, and another was past all hone of 


recovery. The first one died on Sunday last: two 
fine 4-year olds died next day, andon Tuesday a 
Bre aly 2-year animal also died. On Lingucess | a 


ne filly, 5 years of age, one of the most valuable 
in the stables, was also writhing in the agonies of 
death. Post mortem examinatlons have been 
made by Dr. Kline, of this city, with other veterina- 
ry physicians, from which it is concluded that 
death was caused by Paris green, which must have 
been mixed in the feed. These animals were al) 
blooded trotting stock, and were fed outside and 
apart from the farm-horses each day, showing that 
the miscreants who did the work had probably no 
access to the stables. The poisoners are strongly 


suspected to be persons who are entirely familiar 


with the premises, and Mr. Ehlers proposes to 
ates a reward for their apprehension and con- 
viction.

EMPEROR AND NIHILISTS 


BEGINNING OF THE TRIAL OF THE 
ASSASSINS. 

PRELIMINARY PROCEEDINGS—ONE PRISONER 
CONDUCTING HIS OWN DEFENSE—OFFER 
FROM THE NIHILISTS TO THE CZAR— 
THE ‘‘FREIHEIT’’AND ITS EDITOR. 

Sr. Psterspure, April 8.—The trial of 
the assassins of the late Emperor began yester- 
day morning. The space usually occupied by 
the jury is reserved for distinguished persons, 
including Prince Pierre, of Oldenburg; Gen. 
Miliontine, Minister of War; M. Abaza, Min- 
ister of Finance; M. Solski, the Imperial Con- 
troller, and Gen, Baranoff, Prefect of St. 
Petersburg. The admission to the court is 
only by ticket. The strictest control is main- 
tained. Ten seats are assigned to the foreign 
press and five to the Russian press. A life-size 
portrait of the late Czar, draped in black, isa 
prominent feature in the hall. Senator Fuchs, 


a member of the High Court of Cassation, pre- 


sides over the court, assisted by four Senators 
and M. Touravieff, Assistant Prosecutor of St. 
Petersburg, and M. Postozki, Assistant Prose- 
cutor of the District Tribunai!. There are 64 
witnesses and 11 experts to be examined. 
Greek, Catholic, Lutheran, and Mohammedan 
clergy are present to administer oaths to wit- 
nesses. The prisoners were interrogated but 
declined to state their names, ages, professions, 
or domiciles. A decision of the court was 
read, rejecting a protest, which was addressed 
by the prisoner Jeliaboff to the court, and 
which maintained that the tribunal ought 
to be constituted directly by the people, or by 


its legally elected delegates, and that in any 


case the prisoners should be tried by jury. 
Jeliaboff, replying to the President, said he 
was baptized as a member of the Orthodox 
Church, but denied its orthodoxy. He recog- 
nized the doctrine of Jesus Christ, which, he 
said, occupied an important place in his con- 
victions. When asked as to his aiggreeatr 
he said he served the cause of the people, 
and that was his sole occupation, to which, 
for years, he had _ sacrificed his whole 
being. After some discussion, the court de- 
cided that the depositions of the deceased mer- 
chant, Goldenberg, so far as they related to the 
prisoners before the court, be allowed-to be 
read. The President then invited the chief 
officer of the court? to read the indictment, 
which occupied two hours. The late Czar’s 
coachman was then examined, and the trial 
was adjourned until Friday. The prisoner 
Jeliaboff conducts his own defense. 

Kibaltschitisch deciared that his position in 
the affair was purely scientific, but acknowl- 
edged that he knew of the destination of the 
bombs.

is spoken of as having been discovered leading 
from the Admiralty to the Soltykoff entrance 
of the Winter Palace. i 

Lord Spencer-Churchill (Conservative) said 
in the House of Commons to-day that he ab- 
stained from a personal explanation relative 
to his recent charges because he could not 
throw a shadow of doubt upon Sir Charles 
Dilke’s unqualified denial yesterday, but he 
believed that he (Lord Churchill) had been 
justified in acting as he had. Relative to Mr. 

altman Barry’s story that Sir Charles Dilke 
had contributed in support of the Freiheit, the 
Pall Mall Gazette this afternoon explains that 
a short time after Herr Most was expelled from 
Germany, several Liberal members of Par- 
liament contributed, purely as a matter of 
charity, to the fund which was raised for the 
relief of Herr Most and other destitute refugees. 

The Morning Post states that Mr. A. M. Sul- 
livan, member of Parliament, will hold the 
leading brief for the defense of Herr Most, and 
that he is instructed to apply to the Court of 

ueen’s Bench for a mandamus to compel Sir 
James Ingham, Chief Magistrate of the Bow- 
Street Police Court, to admit Herr Most to bail. 

BERLIN, April 8.—The National Zeitung 
states, under reserve, that Prince Bismarck 
will pe negotiations with a view to a revi- 
sion of existing extradition treaties relative to 
assassination. 

BERNE, April 8.—M. de Hamburger, the 
Russian Minister here, has had an audience 
with the Vice-President of the Confederation, 
and made representations concerning the abuse 
of the right of asylum. His demanas are said 
to have been preferred in a far more modified 
tone than was anticipated. 

Lonpon, April 9.—A Berlin correspondent 
says: ‘ A letter received from St. cheng cd. 
announces that the revolutionists have issue 
a manifesto demanding universal suffrage and 
freedom of speech, press, conscience, and elec- 
tion, and declaring that if this programme 
is adopted, the Executive Committee will be 
fissolved, and no violence will be used against 
any form of government thus sanctioned, 
The .proclamation is dated ‘Offices of the 
Will of the People, March 24, 1881.” 

The Princess of Wales has left St. Peters- 
burg for home. The Duchess of Edinburgh 
will remain here a few days longer.

THE GREAT CHIO EARTHQUAKE. 
NUMBER OF VICTIMS NOW ESTIMATED AT 

8,000—sUFFERINGS OF SURVIVORS. 

CoNSTANTINOPLE, April 8.—Mr. Goschen, 
the British Ambassador, has sent Major Trot- 
ter to Chio to distribute relief to 60 villages, 
The number of victims is now estimated at 
8,000. 

ATHENS, April 8.—Sixty sappers, with ma- 
terial for huts, have gone to Chio. The Mayor 
of the island appeals for every sort of relief. 
Forty thousand persons are without bread. 
Prominent Athenians are aiding the Govern- 
ment in affording relief. 

Lonpon, April 8§—A dispatch from Chio, 
dated Thursday evening, says: ‘Slight 
shocks of earthquake continue. Large qtan- 
tities of blankets, goods, and medicine are 
shipped from Srria by each steamer. Two 
hundred sappers have left Pirzeus in a gun- 
boat to bury the dead. The number of the 
killed is variously estimated at from 4,000 
to 6,000, The injured are more than twice the 
number of the killed.

Rome, April 8.—The Senate yesterday, by 
a large majority, adopted the bill for the abo- 
lition of the forced currency.

ULSTER COUNTY DIAMONDS. 


—— 
A FARMER WHO NEGLECTS HIS FARMS AND 


FINDS, HE ALLEGES, PRECIOUS STONES. 
Kineston, N.Y., April 8.—Daniel D. Bell, of 

the town of Rochester, has long been famous for 

his alleged discoveries of precious stones and min- 


erals ia the mountains and cayerns of Ulster 


County, and he has recently filed extensive claims 


covering a large region of territory here. He is a 
farmer of that region, but has of late years become 
firmly impressed with the notion that the earth 
held an immense fortune in store for him which 
could be reached in a much easier and more direct 
way than by farming. His discoveries have been 
too numerous to describe or even enumerate. New 
finds are developed almost weekly, and his detailed 
reports thereof would supply a regular mining col- 
umn in any newspaper. Up to this time, however, 
it does not appear that any of his discoveries have 
been developed to any extent. He has apparently 


either been content with his surface finds 
and indications, or has been too busy in 
making new discoveries or securing undisputed 
claims to old ones to admit the working and deve- 
lopment of the hidden treasures. Some time ago 
he found a peculiar stone which he claimed to bea 
diamond of great value. Very few persons have 
been permitted to gaze upon the precious gem, 
and, of course, Mr. Bell tells no one where he 
found it. This stone is a reguiar octahedron in 
shape and weighs fully an ounce and three- 
quarters. It has been subjected to all the various 
tests, including the fire test. It will cut high-tem- 
pered polished steel easily without injury to the 
oints. This stone has been designated by Mr. 

ell as ** Diamond Number 1.” 

A few days ago this great prospecter brought out 
another stone which he claims to have found re- 
cently. This he has exhibited to a favored few, 
and he calls it * Diamond No. 2.” It is somewhat 
similar to the other in general appearance, but is 
smaller and more irregular in shape. This stone 
weighs about seven pennyweights, and seems to be 
a sort of geometrical cross between a cube and an 
octahedron. Itis said to have withstood success- 
fully all the diamond tests, like diamond No. 1, and 
both stones have been pronounced genuine dia- 


monds by those who have examined them, and the 


people are very curious to know where they were 
found. The gems are carefully guarded by Mr. 
Bell, and he is preparing a new batch of claims to 
go on the State file ina few days. He has for the 
time quite forgotten or neglected his numerous 
gold mines, and is now wholly occupied in the dia- 
mond business. Residents of the Rondout Vailey 
are looking over their lands with a new interest. 
It is claimed by some incredulous persons that 
these are borrowed stones, but others are curious 


to know who has them to lend,

RUN DOWN ON THE OCEAN. 


A SCHOONER SUNK AND SEVEN PERSONS 
LOST. 

VINEYARD HAVEN, Mass., April 8.—Capt. 

Thrasher, of the schooner Nathaniel H. Skinner, of 


Taunton, from Boston for Philadelphia, reports 


that on April 5 his vessel was in collision with the 
schooner Fred Brown, of Providence, Capt. Small, 
from New-York, with a cargo of retorts, or pipe, 
and logwood, and thatthe latter vessel sank im- 
mediately. Nicholas Jeremiah, a seaman, was the 
only person saved. The Captain, mate anc wife 


and three children, and one seaman, were drowned. 


The Skinner was running down the cape with a 
strong north-west wind, among a large fleet of 
vessels at anchor under the cape, when 
Capt. Thrasher, who was on _ the _ look- 
oft, saw the Fred Brown for a few 
minutes, but as she showed no __silight 
he thought she was heading the same way as his 
own vessel. Directly, however, he found that she 
was heading for him, and he ordered his wheel 
hard-a-vort. The rescued seaman, who leaped on 
board of the Skinner at the moment of collision, 
states that they had no lookout on the Fred Brown; 
that they had lowered the mainsail down to reef 
it, and went forward to haul the jib down. 
When they saw the Skinner, he says, the 
mate cried out to the Captain ‘* Hard-a- 
starboard,’’ but almost at once the vessels 
came together, head on, with a fearful crash, cut- 
ting in the entire forward part of the Brown and 
causing her to sink two minutes later. Lines, he 
says, were thrown from the Skinner, and one man 
was pulled nearly up the vessel’s side, but he failed 
to retain his hold, dropped into the sea, and was 
drowned. The Skinner remained as near the scene 
of the accident as possible for two hours. The sea- 
man also says the Brown’s side-lights had gone out. 
The names of the lost are unknown. The damage 
to the Skinner is slight.

OXFORD BEATS CAMBRIDGE 


AN EXOITING STRUGGLE ON THE 
THAMES. 

GREAT INTEREST MANIFESTED IN THE EVENT 

—THE BETTING BEFORE THE START IN 


FAVOR OF CAMBRIDGE—THE OXFORD 
CREW WIN BY FOUR LENGTHS. 

Lonpon, April 8.—The struggle between 
the Oxford and Cambridge crews this morning 
was one of the closest and most exciting con- 
tests in which the oarsmen of the rival uni- 
versities have ever participated. Although 
the Oxfords won the race they were compelled 
to divide the honors, for the plucky efforts of 
the Cambridge men are commended on all 
sides, When the day broke a heavy haze hung 
over the Thames, but this was gradually dis- 
pelled by the fresh east wind, and at 8 o’clock 
there was aclear sky overhead, and the pros- 
pects for a perfect day were never more favor- 
able. The water, too, which had been a trifle 
lumpy, but not at any time too heavy for row- 
ing, improved as the morning wore on. 

The popular interest in this annual event 
lessens not a whit as the years pass. The 
crowd of spectators began to arrive early and 
jostle one another for the best positions on the 
river banks. Up and down stream, as far as 
the eye could reach, was to be seen asolid mass 


of human beings surging back and forth, im- 
patiently awaiting the appearance of the two 
crews. Vehicles of every description were 
constantly arriving and the privilege of occu- 
pying them until the oarsmen had passed was 
greedily bid off by the owners. The Mort- 
lake tow-path was densely crowded with spec- 
tators, especially that portion commanding a 
view of the turn at the Osier Beds, and that 
opposite the winning-post. Among those who 
arrived in season to witness the finish of the 
race were the Chinese Ambassador and his 
suite. The river itself presented the most ani- 
mated spectacle, with scores of small boats 
darting hither and thither. Moreof this kind 
of craft was afloat this year than ever before. 

A few minutes before 8 o’clock the two 
crews entered their boat-houses. The Oxfords 
speedily reappeared, and, entering their gig, 
took a preliminary pull. They were warmly 
cheered. The Cambridge men kept their house 
and did not take the water until almost the 
last moment. They closely watched every 
movement of their opponents, however, from 
the boat-house windows. ‘The betting at this 
time was against Oxford, two to one being 
offered by the backers of the Cambridge crew 
and nine to four being demanded by the 
friends of the Oxfords. It was apparent that 
Cambridge held the first place in the estima- 
tion of the public. At 8 o’clock the Police 
barge steamed out and began to clear the 
course. Meanwhile, the five steamers which 
were to follow the crews were rapidly filling 
up. The press boat was weighted down with 
a heavy load of passengers, among whom was 
Sir Charles Dilke. 

Fifteen minutes before the signal for the 
start the Cambridge crew stepped into their 
gig, and, having trimmed their buat, lay on 
their oars awaiting the arrival of the Oxfords, 
The latter had returned from their practice 
and entered the boat-house. They were in 
their boat tive minutes after their rivals, and, 
having won the toss for position, took the Mid- 
dlesex side of the river, leaving to Cam- 
bridge the Surrey shore. The Cambridge boat 
was titted with a wind-sail. 

Exactly at 8:35 the signal was given and the 
two crews started, each pulling 36 strokes to 
the minute. The tide was then nearly spent, 
being neither strong nor high flood. The Ox- 
fords had perhaps a slight advantage at the 
start. The crews kept together to the top of 
the concrete wall, which was reached in 2:43. 
Here the Oxfords drew slightly ahead, but 
the Cambridge boat got on a level again at 
Walden Wharf. Time—4:25. Up to this 
point there was little to choose in time or 
style, the crews having kept very close 
together and rowing very steadily. At the 
Crab Tree, one mile and two furlongs 
from the start, Cambridge drew over a little 
toward the Surrey shore. The race was mag- 
nificent, and the crowds ashore and aboard the 
steamers loudly cheered and applauded. The 
time to the Soap-works, about two furlongs 
further on, was7:20, At Hammersmith bridge, 
one mile and six furlongs from the start, 
the Oxfords were two seconds ahead; time, 
8:46. They drew away just above the Mall, 
and seemed to be going better than the Cam- 
bridge crew, though the latter quickened up 
and got within half a length when off the Oil 
Mills. Thetime to the bottom of Chiswick 
Eyot, about four and three-quarter furlongs 
from Hammersmith bridge, was 11:44, with 
the Oxfords nearly a length ahead, and both 
rowing 36 strokes per minute steadily, but the 
Oxfords a longer and cleaner stroke. In the 
Corney reach the water was not rough enough 
to cause inconvenience. 

The Oxfords now had clearly the best of 
what was nevertheless a most determined 
struggle, and seemed to have the race well in 
hand. When Barnes’s Bridge was sighted they 
were quite clear of the other boat, and passed 
the bridge in 18:03. Cambridge followed in 
18:08. The Oxfords then went clean away, and 
when the bend was made for Mortlake they 
were three lengths ahead, rowing withthe same 
ease, power, and regularity from the start to 
the finish, The Cambridge crew rowed a 
splendid race for three miles. The course 
was admirably kept throughout, and 
there was no_ accident or hitch of 
any kind. The Oxfords won by fully four 
lengths, and pulled up fresh at the finish. The 
Cambridge crew showed considerable distress 
when the winning post was reached. The time 
of the race was 21:51. The time of the race, 


taken by a Benson chronograph, was 21:56%, 
which differs from all the times taken on the 
press boat. Lewis Lloyd, an old Cambridge 
oarsman, officiated as umpire, in the unavoid- 
able absence of Mr. J. W. Chitty. 


ROBBING SUMMER COTTAGES.

TWO MURDERERS HANGED. 


SCENES AT A SCAFFOLD IN TENNESSEE—A 
CHINESE MURDERER’S END. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., April 8.—John Williams, 
colored, who murdered his wife, Sarah Williams, 
at Johnsonville, 75 miles from Nashville, for im- 
proper intimacy with Henry Nelson, colored, was 
hanged this afternoon in the presence of about 
4,000 persons. Williams passed a quiet night, sleep- 
ing most of the time. Awaking at midnight he 
said God had forgiven him and he was ready to 
die. At 9:30 o'clock this morning he was baptized 
in a creek near the jail by the colored clergyman. 
The ceremony was witnessed bya large crowd, 
which thronged both banks of the stream. As he 
came out of the water Williams shouted and 
jumped about so much that it was with the greatest 
difficulty that the Sheriff and several guards held 


him. Returning to the jail, he conversed with 


friends until noon, when he was taken in a two- 
horse wagon to the scaffold, about a quarter of a 
mile from the jail. While on tho way to the scene 
of death, the hd of the coffin, on which the prisoner ! 
was seated, gave way on account of the prisoner's ’ 
heavy weight. The scaffold was reached at 12:30 
o'clock, the delay being caused by the circuitous 
route. Williams mounted the steps witha firm. 
step and his face wreatheéd in smiles. After afew’ 
minutes’ delay, he stepped to the east side of 
the structure and addressed the crowd, saying, in 
substance, that he was prepene to meet the 
fate which awaited him and was willing and anx-’ 
ious to go. He warned those present of the evil 
results of drink and fierce passion and ungoverna- 
ble temper. He told them of all things to let other 
men’s wives alone or it would lead them into seri- 
ous trouble. He said he loved his wife too deeply 
to allow another man to usurp his rights, and, there- 
fore, he killed her. He did not know what crime 
he had committed until told by some one. He 
then attempted to escape and succeeded in eluding ' 
arrest two weeks. He knew he was guilty of mur- : 
der, and he was getting his just deserts in being. 
hanged. He dreaded it no more than taking a: 
drink of water. : 
Several songs were sung and two prayers were: 
offered by the colored ministers, the exercises oc- 
cupying an_ hour. Another hour was spent in a 
speech by Williams and in waiting for a response to ~ 


a telegram asking Gov. Hawkins to commute the- 


sentence. Five minutes after 2 0’clock a dispatch. 
came from the Governor declining to interfere. 

Preparations were at once made to hang the pris- 
onerpromptly. Williams was possessed of much 
humor, and frequently made the crowd laugh and, 
would laugh himself. Among the many things he? 
said was: “‘“Know my body’s heavy enough to. 
break my neck.’”” When the black cap was 

drawn out he said: ** Here comes black cap: won't: 
I look well with that on? ’Tis blacker than I 

am.’’ When it was adjusted and the Sheriff placed 

the rope around his neck, he said: ““Hello! I can, 
see rope through this; didn’t think I could see it.’’: 
The rope was tightened, and he told the Sheriff not. 
to choke him to death; he didn’t want to die that: 
way. After all was ready, he bade everybody’ 
good-bye and said *‘ Here I go,’’ and he went. The 
drop fell at 2:09. The pulse beat until! seven min- 

utes Jater, when the murderer was pronounced 

dead by the physicians, the neck being broken. 

The body was cut down at 2:30 o'clock, placed ina 

coffin, and delivered to friends. who took it to:

The only subject about which Democrats or 
Republicans could talk with interest was the 
Street-cleaning bill. The.New-York news: 
papers were read eagerly’ to ascertain what 
they might have to say about the vote by 
which the Senate bill was rejected and tha 
substitute of Mr. Carpenter adopted. Having 
made up their minds to vote together, the 
Republicans, who supported Mr. Carpenter's 
proposition, regarded the criticisms made upon 
them with unusual unconcern, and without the 
slightest shame pointed to the roll-call and 
spoke of it as evidence of the entire ability of 
the Republiean majority to take care of them- 

selves in spite of any —— pressure upon 

them. Many of the ublicans here have 
voted, they admit, under the belief that 
the reported feeling in favor of the 

Mayor’s bill has been *‘ worked up” by design- 

ing politicians. Talking this morning with 

one of the men who voted against the Senata 
bill yesterday, he gave his understanding of 
the situation: ‘‘When this Committee of 

Twenty-one came up here fresh from the 

Cooper Union meeting, many of us country 

members were willing to do anything they 

would ask, in obedience to the demands made in 
the mass-gathering of indignant tax-payers. 
The representatives of that meeting were 
geatlemen whose names were familiar to 
us, and personally brought a sort of 
sanction for the bill that impressed 
us oa: So it went until the Senate passed 
the bill, and it seemed probable that it would 
be pushed through the House without any o 
sition. About this time we bey 6 to obtain 
nformation from the City which led us to sus: 
pect that the bill, which bad come here as a 
og sanitary and economical measure, might 
the outcome of a well-conceived political 
scheme. It was said that a few weeks ago the 
scheme was proposed, at a consultation be 
tween Mayor Grace, Judge Donohue, and Cor- 
poration Counsel Whitney. The plan was to 
stake advantage of the fact that, after an un- 
‘usually severe Winter, the streets being dirtier 
than usual in the Spring, and to stir up the 
newspapers to complain, particularly about 
the inefficiency of the Police Department.”’ 
“We were told,” said this member, ‘‘that 
Mayor Grace was onally the most active 
man of the three in developing the storm of 
public indignation, and that he went so far as 
to coax Gen. Smith to resign, in order to put 
in one Democrat it whom, when the time 
came to act, he would not feel compelled to 
make charges, I was told that he sent for 
Commissioner French, that he intimated 
to him his oe to shield him 
if- he would furnish information upon which 
Commussioners Nichols and Mason could be re- 
moved, and that Commissioner French indig- 
nantly refused to concede to his proposal. 

Then the indignation meeting was called, and 

I am told that ory by Grace was so deeply in- 
terested in it that he paid almost the entire ex- 


pense out of his own pocket. As a result of 
this meeting, the bill giving him the street- 
cleaning business was fram It was written, 
we were told, by Corporation Counsel W hit- 
ney, and Mr. D. Willis James was induced to 
approve of it, I am assured, by the intima- 
tion that he should be nominated for Con- 
gress in the Eleventh District, and that 
he should receive Democratic support. 
Mr. Thatcher M. Adams, so the story went, 
attempted to make some suggestions for 
amending the bill, but was cut off summarily 
and told that he must accept it as it was or get 
nothing at ail. The charges against the Po- 
lice Commissioners, made almost immediately, 
we are led to believe, after the assurance to 
Commissioner French that he would not be 
included in any charges, looked to us like per- 
secution, and a change of feeling that was ap- 

rent to every one here took place almost 
immediately. It grew apace, and after 
one or two consultations among  Re- 
publicans in the House a meeting 
was, on Wednesday night, called in one of the 
members’ rooms, in the Delavan House, and 
the whole subject was talked over. Mr. Dan- 
iel Peck, of St. Lawrence, presided, and of the 
87 members present nearly every one ex- 
pressed a determination to do nothing toward 
furthering what appeared to them merely a 
political scheme to obtain control of a branch 
of the City Government under the cover of a 
great public evil which must be immediately 
remedied. So far as 1 know,” saia this mem- 


ber, ‘“‘not one man was pressed into the ranks 
of the opponents of the bill.” 
Whether this story is founded in fact or is 
re fiction, it sufficed for the time, and it has 
ad its effect in ake the te pemens oe

bill. The City members have been encourage 


in their opposition by instructions from their 
district associations, whose dictum appears to 
be regarded asof more binding weight than 
the combined voices of the people and of the 
press.

THE CITIZENS’ COMMITTEE. 
MACHINE POLITICIANS CENSURED—AN IN- 
DIGNATION MEBTING TO BE HELD. 


A meeting of the Committee,of Twenty-one 


appointed by the Cooper Union mass-meeting to 


secure the passage of a Street-cleaning bill was 
held yesterday morning at No. 79 Fourth-avenue, 
Mr. D. Willis James presiding. The sub-committee 
which has been laboring in Albany made a report, 
through Mr. Thatcher M. Adams, of the failure of 
their efforts to induce the Assembly to pass the 
Senate bill, and announced that the bill was de- 


‘feated solely in the interests of machine puliticians. 


A discussion followed the reading of the report, 
during which the members of the committee freely 
expressed their indignation, and finally a resolution 
was passed appointing a sub-committee of eight ta 
make arrangements for an indignation meeting of 
the people for as early a day next week as they are 
able tosecure the Academy of Music or the Cooper 


Union. Messrs, Morris K. Jesup, Charles H. Mar- 


shall, Henry BE. Pellew, Jackson S. Schultz, J. Pier: 
pont Morgan, Brayton Ives, John L. Cadwalla- 
der, and Walter H. Lewis were appointed on this 
committee, and after authorizing Chief-Justice 
Daly to call the meeting as soon as arrangements 
are completed, the committee adjourned. 

#iWhen asked by a Trves reporter what further 
action the committee proposed to take, Mr. D. 
Willis James, of the firm of Phelps, Dodge & Co., 
said: ‘* That is for the people to determine at the 
indignation meeting which we are about to call. 
The citizens may become discouraged and give up 
the whole matter, but I do not believe it. I think 
we will be instructed to continue the fight, and if 
we are so instructed, I believe I can speak for the 
entire committee, and say that we shall act as 
faithfully and earnestly in the future as we have 
acted since the day of our appointment. I look 
upon this case as one of ‘The People versus Politi- 


clans, Patronage, and Piunder,’ and I believe that 
the people will win in the end. The 
they attacked Mr. Tweed, who 





of Sag Harbor. Iremember the story of a man in 
England who once addressed a letter to the ‘ Vil- 
lage of New-York, near the city of Newport,’ and 
it would really seem that this municipality had be- 
come the vi age of New-York, near the city of 
Sag Harbor. But this condition of things must 
come to a speedy end if the people will only 
awaken totneir rights andinsist on their being 
recognized.” . 

** How does the committee regard the amended 
Dill of Mr. Carpenter ?’’ asked the reporter. 

“The Carpenter bill is based on views that are 
utterly fallacious,” was the answer, ‘and I be- 
lieve that the streets can be cleaned better under 
the system which we now have than they could 
be under the provisions of the Assembly bill. There 
is an absolute want of responsibility in any person 
under the amended bill. The Superintendent can- 
not be removed except by charges preferred be- 
fore the Governor. Now, every business man 
knows that no executive business can be properly 
done on a system of that kind. Nobody 
would be = enough to attempt to run a 
railroad on such principles. The business men of 
New-York, acting for the people and by their 
instructions, prepared a bill under the provisions 
of which our streets could have been cleaned on 
business principles. I consider that the people 
of this City have been snubbed through us. I did 
not cringe before the people’s servants, and beg 
favors of them, for I considered that I represented 
their masters, but I did the best I knew how, 
and every other member of the committee did the 
game. We were defeated by the machine poli- 
ticians herein the City. Dr. I. I. Hayes pledged 
himself on Wednesday night to vote for the 
Senate bill, and to present a petition of the doctors 
in its favor. He did not present the petition, and 
he voted for the Carpenter amendment. How do 
you account for that? I can account for it in but 
one way, He got his orders from his ‘boss’ after 
he had lag his pledge to us, and he did not dare 
to disobey them. So he deliberately broke his 
word with us at the dictation of the machine poli- 
ticians.”’ 

‘Is there any probability of the Senate accept- 
ing the amendments?” 

“The Senate will never pass the bill as it has 
been doctored in the Assembly. Of that the com- 
mittee feels quite sure. I believe that if the peo- 
pie express their sertiments at the indignation 
meeting with as great energy and unanimity as 
they expressed them in the Cooper Union the As- 
gembly will yet yield. and give us the bill as it 
came from the Senate. If the vote had only been 
reached on Wednesday we should have been suc- 
cessful, but on Thursday the orders camo from the 
* bosses,’ and several who were pledged to support 
us went over to the politicians.” 

Mr. Morris K. Jesup, another prominent member 
of the Committee of Twenty-one, expressed great 
indignation at the action of the Assembly, and was 
bitter in his denunciations of the politicians, to 
whom he attributed the result. When asked what 
the committee proposed to do he said: ‘ We pro- 
pose to find out whether the people or tlre machine 
politicians are going to rule this City. It is humill- 
ating, ina great movement like this to secure the 
health of the City, to be slapped inthe face as we 
bave been by a few men who trade in politics, and 
are willing to barter away human life, just as 
you would buy or sell any article of com- 
merce. As a representative of the people 
of this City, irrespective of party politics, 
I don’t propose to stand it. The committee was 
unanimous at the meeting this morning in declar- 
ing that no compromise will be accepted, and if 
the people, who have really been insulted through 
us, Only sustain us at the coming meeting, I believe 
that something will be accomplished yet. The 
Carpenter substitute for the Senate bill is utterly 
impracticable. It cannot be carried out to any 
good end. It divorces from the bill the very fea- 
ture which we were appointed by the people to 
secure—the one-man power. The great anxiety of 
the committee was to presenta bill under which 
our streets would be cleaned and kept clean, or, if 
they were not, we should know the reason why, 
and be able toapply a promptremedy. The reason 
that the most of us Republicans were willing to 

lace Mr. Grace at the head of the Street-cleaning 
eskeene was because, aS Mayor of the City, we 
should have the right to cali him to account for 
any failurein the system. My only surprise was 
that the Mayor was willing to accept such a respon- 
sibility, for in my judgmént it is a great re- 
sponsibility to assume. The Assembly bill defeats 
the one great object for which the committee 
was appointed by the people. It takes the respon- 
sibility from the Mayor, so that, in case of any com- 
laint, he can only say to us, ‘Such a man is to 
lame, and I have no power to remove him,’ or, 
‘Such is the trouble, but I am powerless to remedy 
it. That has been the great trouble all along in 
governing this City—double-headed, tri-headed, and 
four-headed responsibility. I believe that in all 
matters relating to the purely local government of 
she City, politics, so far as possible, ought to be set 
aside. Persons qualified for office by capacity and 
ponesty should be placed in power, irrespective of 
their purely political feelings. Unless some such 
system as this is adopted we shall drift more and 
nore under the contro! of political rings, and New- 
York will wake up one of these days to find herself 
m the grasp of an anaconda that is eating out her 
very Vitals.” 

“Has any programme been marked out for the 
indignation meeting as yet?’ asked the reporter. 

“We shall call the people together and render 
to them a fairaccount of our stewardship. We 
shall tell them why we have failed, show them 
the obstructions which were laid in our way, and 
tell them who put them there. We went to 
Albany with a just demand, backed up by the peo- 
ple, and almost universally supported = 4 the press 
of both parties, and we have come back snubbed 
and insulted. Ihave noidea that the Senate will 
pass the Assembly bill. It will certainly refuse to 
do so unless with the consent of this committee, 
and from present appearances it will not get that 
very soon. In the meantime, the opponents of the 
Senate bill are, in my judgment, responsible 
for the health and lives of the people of 
this City. As it now stands, these men seem 
to care more for a few crumbs of patronage 
and spoils than for the people. especially women 
and children, who are dying now in some parts of 
the City, uncared for, from the stenches and 
diseases caused by the filthy condition of the'streets. 
Within a week I visited the East Side, and the con- - 
dition of Avenues B, C, and D wasappalling. The 
streets were so filthy that I almost felt that I was 
pardly doing right to msk my own life and the 
janger of carrying disease into my _ fam- 
ly by venturing into the locality. I, for 
pne, if New-York is to be kept dirty, 
would much rather have the filth kept in the broad 
avenues, where the wealthy people live, than in the 
lenement-house streets, crowded with poor people, 
who are without power or influence to correct the 
evil. If the filth which I saw on the East Side was 
allowed to remain for a week in Broadway or Fifth- 
avenue there would be such an uprising of the 
people and such a manifestation of power and in- 
uence that there would be no necessity for gem 
tlemen to leave their business, as we have done, 
snd demean themselves by trying to lobby through 
the Legislature an act for the publicsafety. The 
,pathy of the people in the past has brought us into 

| this trouble. If we would send decent men to 
represent us at Albany there would be no necessity 
40 run to the Legislature and beg on our knees for 
pvery needed reform. The one thing that is neces- 
gary to prevent the people from being humiliated 
and snubbed by their representatives in the future 
lsfor them to faithfully attend the primaries and 
see to it that honest and capable men, instead of 
bar-room politicians, are nominated for office.”’

THE CAKPENTER AMENDMENT. 
REPUBLICANS WHO APPROVE OF ASSEMBLY- 
MAN TRIMBLE’S VOTE, 

When the call for resolutions was made at 
the meeting of the Twenty-first Assembly District 
Republican Association, at Morton Hail, last even- 
ing, Mr. William Fanning offered the following: | 

Whereas, Wiliam J. Trimble, the member of 
Assemby sent by this assoc ation and its frienius in 
this ‘iwenty-first Assembly District to the Legislature 
of the State, has helped to defeat the plans of our 
cilizens for securing cleanliness and health, and has 
failed to record his vote according to the views and 
the desires of his constituents; 

Resolved, That this association expresses its entire 
disapprobation of the course pursued by William J.

The resolutions had scarcely been seconded by 
Thomas Roosevelt, when Joseph Murray offered 
the following as a substitute: 

Resolved, That this association do hereby indorse 
the vote of the Hon. Wiliam J. Trimble on the street- 
cleaning question. . 

A discussion of two hours ensued, in the course 
of which it became evident that the friends of Mr. 
Trimble were in full force, and that they were do- 
termined to sustain him fully in his action on the 
Carpenter amendment tothe Street-cleaning bill. 


The Assemblyman himself was present, but took 
no part in the discussion. William G. Taylor 
opened the battle by declaring that he fully ap- 
roved of the courageous resolution offered by Mr. 
Fanning and that, in his opinion, the conduct of Mr. 
rimble had been disgraceful. He was greeted with 
feeble applause when he sat Gown. James Leh- 
maier said that while he was not prepared 
to censure Mr. Trimble, he was still less prepared 
to indorse his action by yoting for the substitute. 
The bill presented by the Committee of bap A 
one may not have been the very best that could 
have been framed, but that was not the question. 
The whole sense of the community was in favor of 
the bill, and the Republicans of the Assem- 
bly have voted for delay from the beginning 
of the agitation. Mr. Trimble, the Speaker 
thought, had not represented his istrict 
properly on this question, and for this reason hd 
shoula vote against the resolution to indorse him. 
enor Willard Bullard arose to defend Mr. Trim- 
le. The action of the Senate, he said, in passing 
tne bill prepared by tne Committee of Twenty-one 
was hasty, and taken under the influence of 
popular fancy and whim.’’ Had Mr. Trimble 
voted under the same temporary excitement, he, 
too, might have given his voice to turn the Street- 
cleaning Department entirely over to Mayor Grace 
end the Democrats. But he was sent the As- 
sembly as a Republican, and he is found voting 
with a very large majority of the Republicans 
of the State. Major B believed that he had 
aeted wisely and well. He reminded the associa- 
tion that in the latter part of October and the be- 
ginning of November the Winter cleaning begins, 
to prepare for the snow. If Mayor Grace has the 
handling of the men engaged in this work, it is 
very easy to predict how they will vote.

THE GRAND JURY INVESTIGATION, 

The Grand Jury laid aside the consideration 
of prison cases yesterday in order to investigate 
the workings of the Street-cleaning Department, in 
relation to which their predecessors had madea 
presentment. At noon the inquiry was begun, 


Capt. Williams and his deputy, George H. Plunkett, 
being in attendance. The Captain was examined 
at creat length in relation to the management of 
the bureau.

Williams fortified his answers by facts and fig- 
ures, and gave it as his opinion that the amount 
of money appropriated for cleaning the streets 
of New-York was entirely inadequate to accom- 
lish that object. The examination of Capt. 
Williams had not concluded at the hour of adjourn- 
ment, and he was directed to bein attendance on 
Tuesday. Deputy Superintendent Plunkett was 
not called.

THE GERMANS ON THE MEASURE. 
The General Committees of the German- 
American Independent Citizens’ Association held 
their annual meeting last evening at No. 220 East 
Fifteenth-street. Resolutions were unanimously 
adopted in which it was declared that, as the As- 
sembly, for party reasons, had voted down the bill 
brought before it to place the Street-cleaning De- 
partment under control of the Mayor, and in 
eae of the wish of the people; that as several of 
the members who opposed and voted against the

UNABLE TO AGREE.

DISCHARGE OF THE JURY IN THE CASE OF 
THE INSPECTORS—A NEW TRIAL. 


The jury in the case of Inspectors Jayne and 
Mathews, who have been on trial for two weeks 
past in the United States Circuit Court, on a charge 
of manslaughter, arising from the loss of life by 
the burning of the steamer Seawanhaka, have 
been unable to agfee on a verdict. They retired 
to deliberate at 3 o’clock on Thursday after- 
noon. Later on the same afternoon they 
sent to the court for the ruptured boiler 
tube and a copy of the Judge's charge. 
Yesterday morning they again sent to the court, 


asking that a copy of the testimony might be sent 
to them. It embraces over 400 pages, and Mr. 
Fiero, Assistant United States Attorney, was 
disposed to oppose the granting of the applica- 
tion: but Judge Benedict decided to let them have 
it, andit was sent in. These were the only com- 
munications of any kind received from the 
jury room up to 11 o'clock last night, 
after a retirement of 833 hours. At that hour 
Deputy United States Marshal Holmes went to tho 
jury room and, under instructions from Judge 
Benedict given to him privately at 6 o’clock in the 
evening. asked if they had agreed. The jurors 
said they had not, and were convinced that they 
could not reach a verdict. Marshal Holmes 
then informed them that in such a con- 
tingency he had been instructed by the 
Judge to discharge them when the hour 
of 11 o’clock arrived, and that they were, there- 
fore, at liberty to go to their homes. The news 
Was a welcome surprise to the jurors, who had ex- 
pected to be locked up for a second night, and 
they gladly took their departure from the jury 
room. When they had dispersed ono of the num- 
ber informed a Times reporter that they had stood 
10 for conviction and 2for acquittal. There were 
six counts in the indictment and an agreement to 
a verdict on any one of them, or a general verdict 
of guilty might have been rendered. Messrs. Rich- 
ards and Breslin were said to have been the two 
jurors who favored an acquittal. The case was 
tried with great care and patience by Assistant 
United States Attorney Fiero, and ho regards the 
failure to convict as a miscarriage of justice. It is 
likely that there will be another trial of the case. 


MRS. TRAU FOUND GUILTY. 


VERDICT AGAINST HER OF FORGERY IN THE 
THIRD DEGREE, 

Mrs. Josephine Trau, indicted with Adolph 
Bessic on a chargeof uttering two forged checks 
on the Commercial Bank of Brooklyn—one for 
$1,150 and another for $1,800—was convicted in the 
Kings County Court of Sessions yesterday of 
forgery in the third degree. The trial has been in 
progress for the past three days, and has attracted 
a good deal of attention. When the jury brought 
in their verdict last night the court-room was 
crowded. Mrs. Trau went into hysterics when 


she heard the verdict, and her little daughter fell to 
the floor inataint. Bessic demanded a separate 
trial, and was out on $2,000 baii until yesterday. 
When Mrs. Trau was convicted. a motion was 
made to increase Bessic’s bail to $3,500, and, pend- 
ing the Judge’s decision, he was sent down to Ray- 
mond-Street Jail. The female prisoner claimed 
that she haa received the checks from a man 
named Steele in payment fora Long Island farm, 
on which she lived with her family. Steele 
could not be found. Mrs. Trau_ collected 
the first check for $1,800, and the forgery was not 
discovered untila lawyer whom Bessic had em- 
ployed to collect the second check presented it at 
the bank. Anexpertin handwriting testified that 
the forged checks were in Bessic’s hand. Mrs. 
Trau’s antecedents are not of the best. She is the 
intimate friend of a notorious female “ fence,” 
and offered to go bailsome time ago for ‘' Shang”’ 
Draper and the other Patchen-avenue burglars. 
She was remanded for sentence.

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STATE LEGISLATIVE WORK 


MATTERS CONSIDERED IN THE 


SENATE YESTERDAY. 
WANTING TO KNOW WHEN THE CAPITOL 
WILL BE FINISHED—A BILL TO ABOLISH 
THE OFFICE OF HARBOR-MASTER 8UG- 
GESTED BY NEW-YORK SHIPPING MER- 


CHANTS. 

Aupany, April 8.—The Senate disposed 
of a large number of bills in committee, 
most of which were of local _ interest 
only. The Assembly bill enacting a general 
law for the formation of railroad cor- 
porations to operate in foreign countries was 
ordered to a third reading without amend- 
ment; also, a bill of Mr. Astor allowing aliens 
to inherit property of residents of this State, 
whether such residents be aliens or not; also, a 
bill prohibiting the construction of surface or 
elevated railroads in Lafayette-avenue, Brook- 
lyn, without the consent of a majority of 
property-owners, both in number and interest, 
given in writing. 

Mr. Winslow offered a resolution, which lies 
over, requiring the Capitol Commissioners to 


report, in 10 days, their estimate of the cost of 
finishing the new Capitol on the general 

lan of construction now being followed. 
Three years ago the Commissioners then in 
office were required to make a similar report, 
and, after a thorough investigation and con- 
sultation with the architect and builders, they 
reported that the building could be finished 
complete for $3,000,000. More than that 
amount has since been spent, and, so far as ap- 
pearances go, the Capitol is very little nearer 
completion than it was then. 

Mr Rockwell introduced a bill requiring the 
State Engineer to ascertain what lands pur- 
chased by the State for canal purposes were 
now occupied by private persons and requir- 
ing the Superintendent of Public Works to 
resume possession of such lands as shall be 
found so occupied. 

Mr. Astor introduced, atthe request of New- 
York shipping merchants, a bill to abolish 
the office of Harbor-master and transfer 
his duties to men to be appointed by the Dock 
Commission, and paid by the City at salaries 
of $2,000 each. Since the decision of the 
United States iin bo Court, declaring the 
fees previously collected by Harber-masters to 
be unconstitutional, these officers, although 
continued in existence by the State, have 
had to depend for their pay on the vol- 
untary contributions of shipping merchants. 
The American shippers have generally con- 
tinued the payment of the old fees, but the 
foreign steam-ship companies, who tested the 
law before the Supreme Court and won, have 
since that time refused. Most, if not all, of 
them have covered piers of their own, and do | 
not need the services of Harbor-masters. The 
American shippers have also paid the fees 
with some reluctance, since Gov. Cornell, at 
the last session, refused their request to reap- 
point three of the old Harbor-masters who had 
their confidence, and filled all the places with 
inexperienced and generally incompetent poli- 
ticians. But what has hestened the movement 
to abolish the Harbor-masters more than 
anything else is the attempt of the Harbor- 
masters to get through a bill ‘giving to thei 
chief, the Captain of the Port, power to pre- 
vent the construction of sheds over the piers 
and thereby make necessary tho services of 
Harbor-masters. This bill was thoroughly ex- 
posed before the Senate Committee on Com- 
merce last evening, during which George Bliss 
described the present Harbor-master as ‘‘ an 
official tramp, authorized by the State to levy 
black-mail upon the merchants of. New-York.” 
The legitimate fees of a Harbor-master, under 
the voluntary system now existing, are re- 
ported to be about $4,000 a year, or about 
a third less than they were before the 
decision of the Umted States court. 
It is still an office much sought after by the 
politicians, and constitutes a large share of the 
patronage in the gift of the Governor. The 
abolition of the office will, of course, encoun- 
ter the fierce opposition of the spoils hunters, 
but it is generally conceded by those not per- 
sonally interested that there ought to be a 
change in the whole system. The change 
should have been made when the highest court 
declared the fees unconstitutional, but it has 
been allowed to continue for the sake of pre- 
serving the patronage. The present is believed 
by the merchants to be a good time to make a 
change, but the present Legislature has not 
shown a very strong disposition to let go its 
hold i official patronage, and the fate of 
the bill is very uncertain. 

Mr. Alvord this morning introduced a reso- 
lution calling for an adjournment sine die on 
May 4.

EXEMPTIONS FROM TAXATION. 
THE COMMISSION DECIDES IN. FAVOR OF 

ALLOWING THE EXISTING EXEMPTION 

TO PERSONAL PROPERTY. 

AxuBany, April 8.—The Tax Commission 
appointed by the Governor to-day made are-. 
port to the joint Tax Committee of the Legis- 
lature, embodying its views as to the policy of 
changing the law touching exemptions of real 
and personal property from taxation. The 
following is a copy: 

To the Honorable the Joint Committee of the Senate 
and Assembly on Taxation; 

The Tax Commission was asked by you for its 
advice on the question whether both real and per- 
sonal property, oreither and which, should be al- 
lowed an exemption from assessment to the 
amount of the owner’s indebtedness. We have 
long and anxiously considered the question. The 
opinions of the members upon it have differed and 
fluctuated. After much discussion, and with some 
hesitation, we have come to the conclusion to ad- 
vise against allowing the exemption to real proper- 
ty, and in favor of allowing the existing exemption 
to personal property to continue. 

As a matter of abstract reason, we think the ex- 
isting distinction between real and personal is un- 
just. It has, however, existed for many years, and 
there must originally have been some reason of 
policy for makingit. Atthat time real property 
was relatively large and personal sma’), and it was 
then thought poiitic, and therefore just, that 
taxes should rest more lightiy on personal than on 
real. In the immense relative increase of personal 
since that time, that reason no longer exists. But 
another reason for the distinction exists in all its 
original force, to wit, the much_ greater 
variety and complexity of estates and interests 
in land than in personal property, and 
the almost insuperable difficulty of apportion- 
ingthe exemption for indebtedness between the 
various estates and interests which exist at the 
same time in the same property. That difficulty 
was probably the chief reason, originally, for re- 
fusing the exemption to real property. and it is as 
applicable now as at the beginning. Real estate 
might be measurably relieved by rendering the 
usury laws inapplicable to agreements between 
mortgageors and mortgagees to divide, as they 
should stipulate, the burden of the tax on the 
land. In that way what is now substantially a 
cous burden on the same value might be miti- 
gated. 

The people have become habituated to the ex- 
emption of personal, and its sudden abolition would 
excite general hostility, and even violent hostility 
in commercial localities where business is largely 
carried on on the basis of credit. The change 
wold there operate oppressively and, we fear, 
pmo ong 5 We must remember that, compara- 
tively, the Empire State is not largely a manufac- 
turing,or predominately an agricultural, State, and 
that she owes and will continue to owe her ascend- 
ency to her immense internal and foreign com- 
merce. Weneed, therefore, to make with caution 
any changes in our system of taxation that may 
greatly affect and seriously endanger our com- 
mercial classes and interests. We fear that the 
abolition of the exemption of personal property to 
the amount of its owner’s indebtedness would be 
fraught with great disturbance and danger to those 
classes and interests. A radical improvement of our 
tax system can be effected by two cardinal changes: 
one, an enlargement of the basis of taxation, by a 
suitable tax on corporate franchises and business, 
and a comprebensive and judicious excise tax, 
which will greatly reduce the rate of taxation on 
both real and personal property; and the other, a 
more efficient execution of the system, which will 
enforce contribution against everything legally lia- 
ble to contribute to the support of Government. 
When the contemplated legislation for widening 
the basis of taxation shall have taken complete 
effect, the time will speedily come when the appa- 
rently unjust discrimination between real and per- 
sonal property can be safely abolished. The tax 
rate will then be so light that both kinds of proper- 
ty can easily and cheerfully bear their just propor- 
tion of the public burdens.

FIRE IN AN ORPHAN ASYLUM. 


NINETY CHILDREN TAKEN OUT SAFELY— 
PROSTRATIONS FROM FRIGHT. 

Shortly before 9 o'clock last evening a fire 
broke out in a three-story frame building in the 
grounds of the St. Joseph's Orphan Asylum, a Ro- 
man Catholic institution, at Eighty-ninth-street and 
Avenue A, which was used as a nursery and dormi- 
tory forthe younger children. Although the fire 
gave rise to a great deal of excitement, the rhildren 
were removed in safety. Threeinmates of the in- 
stitution were overcome by fright, and are under 
care of physicians. The main building of the 
asylum is a five-story brick structure on ths north 
side of Kighty-ninth-street. It belongs to the 


Redemptorist Fathers, and is under the immediate 
charge of the Sisters of Notre Dame. Seven- 
teen Sisters of the order are in charge 
of over 300 orphans. The Sister Superior is Sister 
Mary Paula. Thé structure in which the fire oc- 
curred came into the possession of the institution 
some 20 years ago. It was then known as the 
Prime mansiov. In it were housed last evening 
90 children of both sexes, whose ages ranged 
from 3 to 7 years. On the lower floor 
was the infirmary. where were a num- 
ber of sick children. In the basement 
was the bake shop. The ovens in the 
bake shop had been recently rebuilt and a 
hotter fire than usual was buiit in them to test 
their baking qualities and to dry them thoroughly. 
The flue from the ovens runs. through 
the house on the south side of the 
building from the basement to the roof. This fluo 
was not sufficiently protected, and the unusual heat 
set fire to the surrounding wood-work. 

The fire was first discovered in one of the dormi- 
tories on the second floor of the building on the 
southern end. One of the sisters in the adjoining 
rooms heard an infant crying and entered the 
room to find it filled with smoke, which poured 
out of the crevices in the wall and flooring. She 
gave an alarm, and the other Sisters came quickly 
from the main building to her aid, and assisted in 
taking the children into the main building, 
which is over a hundred feet away. People 
in the adjoining dwellings ran to the asy- 
lum and_ rendered effective assistance in 
caring for the infants. A letter carrier, who lives 
in the vicinity ann carriesa fire key, sens out an 
alarm and ran tothe Twenty-third Precinct Police 
Station in Eighty-eighth-street. The reserve platoon 
hastened to the building, and on arriving found the 
utmost excitement prevailing. But their presence 
contributed greatly to allay the excitement and 
prevent accidents. All the children were removed 
safely, and not one of them received én injury. 
The main building housed over 200 children, 
who were about to retire for the night when the 
alarm was given. The children became very 
much excited and were fast getting be- 
yond the control of the Sisters when 
the Sister Superior, {with rare presencé 
of mind, ordered them into the chapel, and kept 
them there singing and praying until all danger 
was over. 

The alarm was 5 Sager to by engines Nos. 22 
and 44, and Hook and Ladder Companies 
Nos. 13 and 16, under Chief Orr and Chief Wil- 
helm, and by the East Side Insurance Patrol. 
After they arrived, the flames, within 15 or 20 min- 
utes, Were extinguished. The damage to the build- 
ing will not exceed $500. It was found that al- 
though no one had been injured, one of the Sisters 
and two other inmates of the asylum had deen pros- 
trated by fright, and were ina serious condition. 
Sister Mary Pietra, who had charge of one of the 
dormitories in the nursery, retained her pres- 
ence of mind during the crisis and as- 
sisted in removing the children to a _ place 
of safety, but when the danger was 
over she became suddenly prostrated, and sank 
unconscious into the arms of one of her com- 
panions. When she was restored to consciousness 
it was found that the organs of speech were par- 
alyzed. Dr. Henry Von Musits, of Lexington- 
avenue, was summoned. He found her con- 
dition very critical, and Dr. Sanders, tho 
house physician, was sent for. Two novices, named 
Lizzie Hay, aged 17. and Dora Zahn, aged 14, were 
also prostrated by fright. Dora is suffering from 
heart disease: Sister Mary Pietra is of very deli- 
eate organization and nervous temperament. She 
was prostrated by fright in January last, owing to 
an alarm of fire in the asylum, and she has been in 
poor health eversince. Up toa late hour last night 
hercondition was unchanged and the attending 
physicians were unwilling to hazard an opinion as 
to the result.

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RECENT DISCOVERIES AT CAMBRIDGE. 
From the Boston Advertiser, April 8. 

The search for objects having curious spec- 
tra, which has been carried on for some months at 
the Harvard College Obseryatory, has led to the 
discovery by Prof. E. C. Pickering of anothersingu- 
lar star. The spectrum consists principally of 
bright bands, one in the blue being especially 
marked. Only four objects of this kina have here- 
tofore been known, one of these having been dis- 
covered likewise at Cambridge, Mass., last August. 
The latest discovery is a little north of 0’ Canis 
Majoris, and is easily seen with an opera-glass. It 


is much brighter than are the other four 
— of the same class, and it is the 
only one whose spectrum is within the 
reach of a small telescope. This same method 
of search, which originated last Summer at the 
Harvard College Observatory, has been adopted at 
the observatory of the Ear! of Crawford and Bal- 
carres, and Dr. Copeland has already shown that a 
curious double nebula is gaseous. It will also be 
introduced in the Royal Observatory at the Cane 
of Good Hope, and there applied to extreme south- 
ern objects, Another interesting discovery has 
been made at Cambridge—the spectrum of the star 
L2 Puppis consists of bands. This object is 4444° 
south of the equator, and was only 2° above the 
horizon at the time of the discovery. If not the 
most southern oneee ever observei here, it is 
doubtless the first time that a discovery has been 
made in this latitude relating to an object so far 
south.

CONDEMNED T0 DEATH AND PARDONED. 

WHEELING, West Va., April 8.-—Gov. Jack- 
son has issued an unconditional pardon to Elisha 
Gregg, sentenced to be hanged. The crime for 
which Gregg wat tried and sentenced was tht 
burning of the Court-house in Preston County, in 
1869. The day before he was to have been hanged 
he escaped, but was recaptured about two years 


afterward in Greene County, Penn, and brought 
back to this State. On his second trial the same 
sentence of death was passed upon him. He ap- 
pealed to the Supreme Court, which decided 
against him. The last official act of Gov. Matthews 
was to commute Grega’s sentence toa life imprison- 
ment, but Gregg refused to accept this act of Ex- 
ecutive clemency, saying he wanted either liberty 
or death, Since Gov.

A PREPONDERANCE OF SENTIMENT 
IN ITS FAVOR. 

WHAT THE PRESS AND MEMBERS OF PAR- 
LIAMENT 8AY—THE DUKE OF ARGYLL’S 
RESIGNATION REGRETTED ON ALL HANDS 
—ADJOURNMENT OF PARLIAMENT. 

Lonpon, April 8.—In the House of Com- 
mons to-day Lord Elcho (Liberal-Conservative) 
gave notice that he would oppose the Land bill 
by an amendment that, while the House was 
willing to consider any measure based upon 
sound principles, the present bill is economi- 
cally unsound, unjust, and impolitic. 

Mr. Gladstone said, in reply to Sir Stafford 
Northcote, that he confirmed with the deepest 
concern the resignation of the Duke of Argyll, 
Lord Privy Seal, and gave the reason therefor, 


namely, his objection to a portion of the Land 
bill. e said further, in reply to a question, 
that he could not defer the debate on the sec- 
ond reading of the Land bill beyond April 25. 

Mr. Forster, Chief Secretary for treland, 
replying to a question by M. Tottenham, said 
the circulation of the New-York Jrisi World 
and its articles is receiving the attention of 
the Government. 

Sir Stafford Northcote, Conservative, stated 
that the leaders of the Opposition were not 
responsible for Lord Elcho’s motion in oppo- 
sition to the Land bill. The bill, he said, in- 
volved such important financial and political 

uestjons that they did not yet know how 
they would attack it. | 

In the House of Lords to-day, the Duke of 
Argyll, Lord Privy Seal, expressed his deep 
sorrow at leaving the Cabinet. He said he | 
did so because of the Land bill alone. Al- 
though not opposed to the extension of the 
ownership of land by peasants, he was opposed 
to a bill which would destroy the ownership of 
land by other classes. He heartily approved 
of every measure which can tend to increase 
the ownership of land in ireland. ‘I think,” 
he said, *‘ the Government scheme will tend to 
paralyze the ownership of land by placing it 
under limitations unknown in any civilized 
country. Under,this scheme neither landlord 
nor tenant will be the owner. ‘the ownership 
will be in the commission or in abeyance. This 
would result injuriously to the agricultural in- 
terests of any country, especially of Ireland. 
I felt that I could not, as an honest man, be re- 
sponsible in recommending the scherne as a 
whole to Parliament. Lregret to have separated 
from my friends, especially from Mr. Glad- 
stone, with whom I have had connection of 
ever-increasing respect during 29 years.” 

A report is current that Lord Carlingford 
oe the Duke of Argyl! as Lord Privy 
Seal. 

The House of Commons has adjourned until 
the 25th inst., and the House of Lords until 
May 5. 

The Daily Mews states that several English 
members of Parliament have privately ex- 
pressed the opinion that it is desirable to take 
steps supplementary to the Land bill to pre- 
vent wholesale evictions in Ireland. As a 
matter of fact this will be-done by the bill, as 
it contains a provision that processes of evic- 
tion not completed by the time the bill becomes 
a law will be inoperative. As it practically 
takes nine months to complete an eviction, 
notices served in March will be void. This | 
provision in the bill gives peculiar satisfaction 
to the Irish members of Parliament. 

The :imes approves the Land bili, and says: 
‘It covers the entire areaof the widely ex- 
tended complication of questions, and leaves 
no inch of ground untouched. It has been 
warmly and hopefully received by the great 
body of the Liberal Party, although the Duke 
of Argyll, Lord Privy Seal, is unable to recon- 
cile his support of it with his rigid economical 
principles.’’ 

The London correspondent of a Manchester 
paper, referring to the Land bill, says: ‘‘The 
general impression is that no bill of such im- 
portance was ever better received. The ex- 
treme Irish members will probably take as 
much credit as they can for having forced the 
measure on the Government, and will accept 
the bill, which wil! probably pass its second 
reading about May 1, by a véry large ma- 
jority. There is universal admiration of the 
skill with which the bill has been drawn, and 
of the provisions whereby the rights of the 
tenant appear to be protected in every con- 
ceivable case, without injustice to the land- 
lord. The Conservatives, while not denying 
the magnitude of the proposals, do not appear 
suas violently averse to the provisions of the 
pill. 

The Postsays: “‘ Mr. Gladstone presented the 
land bill in a speech of twohours and twen- 
ty minutes’ duration. It was delivered with 
unabated vigor, and was remarkable for his 
well-known power of lucid explanation of de- 
tails,” The Post makes a sweeping attack on 
the landlord and tenant clauses of the bill. It 
sees no objection to the clauses providing for 
advances of money for purchase, reclamation, 
and emigration, provided proper security is 
taken, and concludes as follows: 

“Tt is a measure which will require the most 
careful and zealous consideration. lt goes far 
in the direction of the principles of the Land 
League. It proposes a change in the princi- 
ples of Irish land tenure, which Mr. Gladstone, 
10 years ago, would havecondemned as revo- 
lutionary, and which, had it been suggested to 
him, he would have rejected as impracticable.” 

The Standard says: ‘‘The most powerful ar- 
gumentadvanced by Mr. Gladstone in favor of 
the Land bill is the existence of certain defects 
in the Land act of 1870. These imperfections 
may justify an amendment of that act, and to 
a very considerable portion of the present 
measure that title might be given; but infi- 
nitely more important varts of the billdo not 
admis of this description, and if they 
are to be vindicated at all they must 
be defended on pleas which Mr. Gladstone did 
not particularize last evening.” The Standard 
strongly condemns the clauses for appropri- 
ating money, and says: “‘ The first part of the 
bill, with due revision and amendment, might 
be passed in the present session; but the bill, 
as supplemented last evening, contains ma- 
terials which would require at least two ses- 
sions before they could be molded into a ser- 
viceable act of Parliament.” 

The Daily News, while deploring the resigna- 
tion of the Duke of Argyll, says the bill meets 
the cordial yoy of the Liberal Party.

The mercantile failures for the first quarter 
of 1881, as reported to us week by week, are sum- 
marized below, giving amount of assets and lla- 
bilities, including comparisons as to totals, with the 
returns for the like periods of 1879 and 1880. As 
will be seen, the first table given comprises the 
failures for the three months ending March 31, 
1881, with details by States. It is proper to state 
that the figures as to actual assets for March are in 
a measure estimated, owing to the impossibility of 
closing promptly the accounts of bankrupt con- 
cerns. So fast as absolute information on this 
point is received, the required corrections will be 
made. It is believed, however, that the results as

DOINGS OF THE NEW-YORK BODY. 

SURIOUS BUPERANNUATED CASE—LEAVING 
THE CHURCH—NEW CITY PASTORS. 

Bishop Harris sat beside Bishop Bowman 
sgesterday in the New-York Conference at Yonkers. 
Visiting brethren were introduced, communica- 
tions and petitions were referred, and much rou- 
tine business transacted. The Rey. Dr. Holmes, 
of the Wisconsin Conference, appealed for aid to 


a Methodist Episcopal Church at Oshkosh, Wis., 
the members of which have suffered great loss by 
a deyastating fire. The address of Dr. Holmes was 
in a humorous vein, and so forcible were some of 
his points that more than once Bishop Bowman 
really arose from his chair so great was his merri- 
ment. A collection netted over $125. The Rev. 
Dr. C. M. Sims, Chancellor of Syracuse University, 
spoke at length regarding that institution. Its 
property is valued at about $600,000. It has an en- 
dowment fund annually producing $100,000. The 
only debt amounts to $100,000, which is fully se- 
cured by good subscriptions. Recently, two gen- 
tlemen, without solicitation, came forward 
and pledged $40,000 each, to _ be ven 
within the ensuing year, Presiding Elders 
King, of the rattsville District, and 
Hawxhurst, of the Ellenville District, gave detailed 
statements of work done in their districts during 
the year. Mr. Hawxhurst commented with some 
emphasis on the fact that while missionaries to 
foreign lands are generally well remunerated, 
their brethren who consecrate themselves to the 
same work at home are not infrequently put on 
virtually starvation wages. Presiding Elder Her- 
mance, of the Newburg District, reported thata 
number of difficulties which promised to develop 
into something serious, had been brought to amica- 
ble settlement through the special efforts and arbi- 
tration of the Rev. J. Millard, the venerable gentle- 
man who is to bethe next Presiding Elder of the 
district. This reference to the good work of Mr. 
Millard evoked spirited applause. 

Following these reports the Bishop called the list 
of superannuated preachers connected with the 
Conference, When the name of the Rev. C. Fuller, 
of Golden’s Bridge, in the New-York District, was 
reached, Dr. Terry omitted to vouch forthe brother, 
whereupon the Rev. Dr. Osbon said that the case 
evas one of the strangest he had ever known.

CIRCULATING COUNTERFEIT MONEY. 

For some time past the bob-tailed street-car 
lines in this City have been yictimized by parties 
who dropped large numbers of counterfeit nickel 
five-cent coins into the fare-boxes. On Thursday 
night one of this gang, who gives his name as Wil- 


liam Johnson, of No. 418 East Twenty-third-street, 
undertook to ride on an Avenue C bob-tailed 
car. He took his seat in the front of the 
ear, alongside the fare-box, and the driver 
Mark Whalen noticed that Johnson was very ac- 
tive in receiving money from ladies, obtaining the 
change from the driver, and depositing the fare in 
the box, after which he gave the balance of tho 
change to the ladies. Watching him closely 
Whalen saw that Johnson substituted other change 
in the envelope packets before handing them tothe 
passengers. When the car reached Pike-street 
and East Broadway Whalen called a policeman 
and caused Johnson’s arrest. He was searched, 
and 35 counterfeit nickels were tound in his pock- 
ets. United States Commissioner Shields sent him 
to Ludlow-Street Jail yesterday to await examina- 
tion in default of $1,000 bail. 
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ENDING AN OLD LAWSUIT. 

The long litigated suit of Thomas Drew 
against Moses Grinnell as Collector of the Port of 
New-York was decided yesterday in the United 
States Circuit Court, before Judg2 Wallace, by the 
rendering of a verdict in favor of the Government. 
The suit, begun in 1869, has been twice tried in 
former years, and each time the jurydisagreed. In 
1869 Drew imported certain invoices of goods called 
**spnot nets,” which Collector Grinnell elassified for 
duty at the rate of 60 per cent. ad valorem, pursu- 
ant to the provisions of the tariff for “silk laces,” 
under the tariff act of June 80. 1864, there being no 
provision forsilken “‘spot nets” inthatact. The 
plaintiff claimed that the proper rate of duty was 50 
per cent. ad valorem, under the tariff provision for 
**manufactures of silk, not otherwise provided 
for,” contained in the same act. Assistant United 
States rey ted Herrick appeared for the Govern- 
ment, and Stanley Brown & Clark for the plaintiff. 
The verdict of the jury sustains the classification 
made by the Collector, and as this was a test case 
in about 40 cases, the decision is of considerable 


interest. 
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A NOTED FURGER AGAIN IN CUSTODY. 

Two men, one of stout build, with a beard 
and gray hair, entered the dry goods store of Stein- 
march & Doblen, at No. 596 Broadway, and after 
they had walked about a while, Cesar N. Spiro 


saw the stout’man secret a waistcoat and trousers 
under his coat. He called an officer and the two 
strangers were arrested. The stout man, finding 
himself caught, had meantime dropped the stolen 
property. The prisoners were taken before Jus- 
tice Smith, in the Essex Market Court, yesterday, 
where they gave their names as James Primrose 
and James Williams. The latter was the stout 
man, and he was recognized by a court officer as 
the noted forger, ‘“‘ Big Kentuck,” the confederate 
of Brockway, and the man who turned State’s evi- 
dence. against his partners in the Phcenix Bank 
forgeries of January, 1880. He denied his guilt 
when accused of the larceny of the waistcoat and 
trousers. and was committed for trial in default of 
$300 bail. Primrose entered a similar plea, and 
was also committed for trial.

The share speculation was characterized 
by a decidedly weak tone throughout the en- 
tire day, and prices declined steadily from the 
opening to the close of business, the final sales 
being in almost every instance at or within a 
fraction of the lowest figures touched. The 
market was extremely dull and the transac- 
tions were on a small scale until late in the 
afternoon, when a rather free selling move- 
ment was developed, and some good blocks 
of St. Paul, Lake Shore, Union Pacific, 
New-Jersey Central, Delaware, Lackawanna 
and Western, and Reading were offered for 
sale and causeda sharp break in prices. The 
decline in the general list on the day’s tramsac- 
tions ranged from }¢ to 31g # cent., the latter 
in Reading, the other coal shares, the Granger 
stocks, Nashville Chattanooga, ; Central Paci- 
fic, Lake Shore, and Union Pacific being also 
conspicuous in the downward movement. In 
exception to the general depression was Indi- 
ana, Bloomington and Western, which ad- 
vanced 614 #@ cent. upon reports that the eapi- 
tal stock was to be increased and the new 
stock divided among the present shareholders. 
The express stocks were firmly held, Umted 
States being notably strong, and selling up 244 
#@ cent. The general market closed weak, with 
a downward tendency to prices. 

The transactions aggregated 236,983 shares, 
including 84,800 Delaware, Lackawanna and

The question of the disposition of the 6 
per cent. bonds is being discussed in Wash- 
ington, and much difference of opinion is 
shown among the officers of the Treasury 
Department. The proposition to extend the 
sixes at a low rate of interest—3 or 3} per 
vent.—has been received with considerable 
favor in the City, but the authority of the 
Secretary of the Treasury to make any such 
arrangement has been too hastily assumed. 
The statute under witich it could 
be done, if at all, is variously inter- 
preted, Mr. QGri~Fim1an, the Treasurer, 
sustaining the right of the Secretary, 
and Mr. Upton, Assistant Secretary, 
opposing it, each apparently with entire 
confidence in the correctness of his views. 
Khe operation proposed is entirely without 
precedent, and is in itself of an extraordi- 
nary character. It is obvious that it ought 
mot to be undertaken without very clear au- 
thority on the part of the Government. In 
the meanwhile, an early announcement of 
the purposes of the department is extremely 
Gesirable. Large interests, and perfectly 
legitimate, are injuriously affected by the 
delay. 

PEEL ETE SITE IN SG ICEMAN, CR TSE 
‘ The Committee of Twenty-one appointed 
at the citizens’ meeting to prepare and ad- 
vocate a bill for improving the street-clean- 
ing system of the City propose to report to 
another meeting early next week. They 
held a session yesterday morning, at which 
the experience of the past ten days was fully 
discussed and arrangements made for the 
next general meeting. It is probable that at 
this meeting some of the representatives of 
the City at Albany will be sharply criticised 
and their action very fully described. The 
committee are of the opinion that the Car- 
penter bill, if passed by the Assembly, will 
. hot under any circumstances be accepted by 
the Senate, and that vigorous expression of 
the popular will at the proposed meeting 
will yet secure the passage of the original 
measure. The fatal lack of responsibility in 
the system proposed by the Carpenter sub- 
Btitute is the strong objection to it. It is to 
the last degree unbusiness-like and impotent; 
but a still stronger objection, and the one 
which. the people of New-York should 
expressly attend to, is that this bill subor- 
dinates public interests to the advancement 
of politicians, It is claimed that the taking 
public employment out of politics is not 
popular; let the voice of the meeting next 
week answer. 


The British Government will listen with 
awe to the resolution of the Tennessee Le- 
gislature in regard to “struggling Ireland.”’ 
That august body has voted that the rights 
of our citizens in Great Britain shall be 
fully maintained and that Congress should 
tall the attention of our Government “to 
the duty of protecting our citizens from 
the penalties of the Coercion act and 
from other outrages upon them.” It 
has not occurred to the Tennessee states- 
men that a citizen of the United States 
has no right to be protected against the pen- 
pities of any British act if he has incurred 


them. So far from these being ‘“‘ outrages” 
mpon him. they are the natural consequences 


of offenses which no American citizen need 
commit. In short, if American citizens 
will with reasonable diligence mind their 
own business, they will be in no need of 
protection by our Government and will ex- 
pose themselves to no ‘‘ outrages.”’ 


The cautious tone of Conservative com- 
ment upon Mr. GLADSTONE’s land Dill is 
significant of the change which has come 
over public sentiment in England in regard 
to Irish affairs during the eighteen months 
in which the relations of landlord and ten- 
ant in Ireland have been the dominant theme 
of public discussion in and out of Parlia- 
ment. It is no longer politically expe- 
dient or safe to denounce a _ land 
reform bill on its introduction as 
an act of confiscation, a dastardly 
Radical attack upon the foundations of so- 
ciety, a “leap in the dark,” or a plunge 
down a precipice. The Opposition will 
take advantage of the two weeks’ Easter re- 
cess to decide upon a course of action, but 
it is extremely unlikely that they will make 
a united or very vigorous fight against the 
passage of the bill. The Liberals, on the 
other hand, are confident of a large majority 
in its favor. The credit of effecting 
this revolution in public opinion is 
largely due to the determined courage 
of a few outspoken men like Mr. 
Brieut and Mr. CHAMBERLAIN, and of a 
class of‘ newspapers of which the Pall Mall 
Gazette is the ablest example. Their doc- 
trines have been not merely of Liberalism 
or even of Advanced Liberalism, but of a 
frankly avowed Radicalism, which they have 
done much to ennoble and identify with 
justice and a regard for the rights of man. 
They have taught the Liberal Party the 
political value of having the courage of its 
convictions, and the advances made under 
their leadership leave the Tories with a 
large stock of cant phrases on their hands 
which will be henceforth useless. 


The utmost vigilance of the Police and 
detectives fails to bring to light more than 
two persons engaged in the conspiracy to 
extract from Mr. STRASBURGER, by threats 
and intimidation, a large sum of money. 
One of these was SaGERT, who was killed 
by Officer CAMPBELL on Thursday, and the 
other is VoaRL, whose ridiculous ‘‘ confes- 
sion’’ is published this morning. Voor. 
is compelled to account for his being in 
company with SacErT and answering his 
signals, This he has attempted . to 
do by inventing a mythical Israelite, 
and by concocting a rambling and highly 
improbable narrative which is designed to 
make him out one of the most innocent and 
unlucky of men. Itis not likely that this 
man will ever tell the whole truth. The 
guilty secret of the conspiracy has died with 
the wretch whose violent death nobody can 
lament, although he had his quietus at the 
hands of an officer who does not seem to 
know how to use his pistol, or who was too 
badly scared to hold his fire until a pressing 
emergency had arisen. 


THE PRESIDENT AND REFORM. 


It is not pleasant for those who are unre- 
servedly in favor of a radical civil service 
reform to admit that Mr. GARFIELD’s recent 
nomination to the Collectorship of New- 
York throws a serious doubt on the clear- 
ness and the firmness of the President’s con- 
victions on this subject. It is much more 
agreeable to argue that he is living fairly up 
to his previous professions; that he ought to 
be taken at his best and not prejudged; 
that he has very great difficulties to con- 
tend with; that he has to treat certain im- 
portant offices as ‘‘ political,’’ and that ex- 
plicit condemnation of his action should be 
reserved until he has done something which 
conflicts plainly and irreconcilably with the 
essential principles of reform. But the most 
agreeable course is not always the wisest or 
the most just, and a healthy, permanent, 
active reform sentiment in the community 
is to be made only by frank criticism of all 
public acts, whether of the President or of 
others, which involve the principles of re- 
form. 

The removal of an officer who is not 
charged with any fault of capacity or char- 
acter in the middle of his term isan act 
which requires explanation. It is of itself, 
and primdé facie, something that ought not 
to be done. Whatever may be the differ- 
ence of opinion as to permanence of tenure, 
security of tenure within the legal term of 
office, in the absence of good cause for re- 
moval, is of the very alphabet of sound civil 
service. It isa principle to which all who 
do not regard the service as a political 
machine, as something to be worked for 
party advantage or the personal ends of 
party leaders, must agree to. This princi- 
ple Mr. GarriELD has distinctly violated. 
What were his reasons for violating it? 
That is a question which every believer in 
conducting the public business on business 
principles must ask and will, accord- 
ing to his light, answer. We confess 
that with every wish to answer it in sucha 
Way as to save our respect for the Presi- 
dent’s consistency, sagacity, and fidelity to 
an intelligible and proper standard of the 
civil ‘administration, we have been unable 
todo so. Every answer that we have heard 
suggested fails to cover the essential facts in 
the case. It is said that the appointment 
was due to Judge ROBERTSON as an 
able and popular representative of a 
powerful element in the Republican 
Party. Wedo not see how. Granting that 
Judge Rogpertson is all that is claimed— 
which, of course, can only be done for ar- 
gument’s sake—the fact gives him no claim 
on any administrative office whatever. He 
might be the man whom the entire Republi- 
can Party of New-York would like to see 
Governor of the State, or United States 
Senator, or even President, but that is 
no reason why the Government should 
employ him in the civil service, and 
certainly none why a vacancy should be 
made for him to fill ina place already well 
filled. It has been said that Judge Ropert- 
SON’8 contributions to the nomination of 
Gen. GARFIELD were such as no honorable 
politician in the President’s chair could re- 
fuse to reward with the highest office within 
his gift for which Judge Rozertson is 

fitted. But we should say that no 
President could, on the contrary, hon- 
orably recognize any such obligation at all. 
If Judge RopERTSON’s course as to the 
nomination was disinterested and based on 
honest conviction, it is insulting to him to 
talk of rewarding it. If it was not. it is de-

grading to the service, to the President, and 


to the country that it should be rewarded, 
especially by public appointment. 
explanation as this of the President’s mo- 
tives explains too much. 

It is of no consequence that Senator ConkK- 
LING is estopped from opposing Judge Ros- 


ERTSON’s confirmation by the fact that he 


has always acted on a conception of the ser- 
vice as low as any that can possibly be re- 
garded as guiding the President in this case. 
That is undoubtedly the fact. There would 
be an element of broad comedy in Senator 
Conxiine’s professing to oppose Judge 
ROBERTSON on any ground of devo- 
tion to civil service reform. But Mr. 
Conkiinae is not the representative 
ot the best sentiment of the Republican 
Party. The fact that he might be acting 
with it and fer it in this matter does not 
change the merits of the case. It would be 
a novel proposition in political morals that a 
violation of sound principle should be ap- 
proved because an unscrupulous political 
jobber opposed it. Nor is the suggestion any 
more pertinent that friends of an honest 
civil service should sustain the President’s 
action, or at least excuse it, because it 
means ‘‘ war onConKLING.”” As the Na- 
tion very properly remarks, ‘‘ ‘war’ on 
CoNKLING ought not'to be carried on at the 
expense of the public business or with 
CONKLING’S OWn Weapons.” 

Nor is it plain that the President should 
be excused for an obviously mistaken act 
because he has insisted that he cannot, un- 
aided, carry out a reform, but that reform 
to be permanent and effectual must rest on 
Congressional action. This was a matter 
with which Congress had nothing to do. 
There was no vacancy. There was no occa- 
sion for one. There was no excuse for mak- 
ing one. To make a vacancy for the pur- 
pose of giving a place to such a manas Judge 
Rosertson, from any motive that has been 
assigned or that is conceivable, was not 
only a useless folly, it was an unjustifiable 
violation of an essential principle of 
sound administration, perfectly well un- 
derstood and professed by the Presi- 
dent himself. Because it was so it 
deserves the clear condemnation of 
those who believe in sound administration. 
Its ‘‘ political’? consequences are of the 
smallest importance. It must be judged as 
a deliberate act of the chief of the civil 
service in regard to the most important ad- 
ministrative post under him, and by any 
tenable standard that can be applied to such 
acts it is indefensible? 


THE NEGRO IN POLITICS. 


Much of the current discussion in politics 
which has a national bearing still turns on 
the relation of the negro to the body politic. 
Those who in the past contended for liberty 
for the slave and for civil and political 
rights for the freedman, find themselves 
still in the same old contest, though 
in an advanced position. The negroes 
are nominally clothed with the rights 
of citizens, but these men maintain 
that their suffrage is violated or put under 
restrictions, lawfully and unlawfully, which 
prevents their enjoyment of complete equal- 
ity. On the other hand, this is alternately 
denied and admitted, but both the denial 
and admission are generally accompanied by 
an attempt to defend the wrong by the 
tyrant’s plea of necessity. It is said 
that the negroes are generally igno- 
rant and unfit to exercise the right 
of suffrage with a due_ apprecia- 
tion of its obligations and responsibilities, 
and that if they are allowed to do so the 
result is inevitably bad government wher- 
ever their volte is large enough to exert a 
controlling influence. It is very generally 
admitted that illiteracy prevails to a deplor- 
able extent among the negroes of the South, 
and that ignorance is a dangerous element in 
the sovereignty of the people. 


It may be well to attempt to form some 
estimate of the extent and imminence of the 
danger of which we hear so much, and of 
the merits of the justification which is 
pleaded for the violation of the suffrage. 
The returns of the census of 1880 show the 
entire colored population of the country 
to be 6,577,151. Less than one million of 
these are distributed over twenty-six States 
and nine Territories, which contain 36,231,- 
270 inhabitants, or nearly three-quarters of 
the population of the country. Over five and 
a half millions are contained in the other 
twelve States, whose whole population is a 
little short of 14,000,000. To be exact, in 
these twelve States 5,569,420 of the 13,921,596 
inhabitants are negroes. It can hardly be 
claimed, from any view of the _ sub- 
ject, that the negroes constitute a dan- 
gerous political element where they are 
much less than a quarter of the populatiéa, 
which is the case everywhere outside: of 
these twelve States. Of the old slave States, 
Delaware, Kentucky, and Missouri are ex- 
cluded from the category of those in which 
negro suffrage can be regarded as perilous. 
In Delaware and Kentucky less than 
one-sixth of the population is col- 
ored, and in Missouri it is little 
more than one-fifteenth. In South Caro- 
lina there are 604,275 negroes in a total 
population of 995,622, or more than three- 
fifths of the whole; in Mississippi there are 
650,337 in a population of 1,181,592, or con- 
siderably more than half, but less than three- 
fifths; in Louisiana, 483,794 in a population 
of 940,108, which is more than one-half; in 
Alabama, 600,249 in a total population 
of 1,262,794, or something less than 
one-half. These may be regarded as the 
States in which the colored infliction, if 
such it is to be regarded politically, is most 
malignant. Next we come to Georgia, Flor- 
ida, and Virginia, about two-fifths of whose 
population is colored. The exact figures 
are: For Georgia, 724,685 in 1,539,048; for 
Florida, 125,464 in 267,354, and for Virginia, 
631,754 in 1,512,806. North Carolina has 
531,351 colored persons in a population of 
1,400,047, or something more than one- 
third. .In Tennessee the colored population 
is 402,991 in 1,542,463, or considerably more 
than a quarter; in Arkansas, 210,622 in 
802,564, or a little more than a quarter; in 
Texas, 394,001 in 1,592,574, or slightly less 
than a quarter, and in Maryland, 209,897 in 
934,632, or considerably less than a quarter. 
Maryland and Texas might safely be trans- 
-ferred to the list of States in which the 
matter presents no difficulty. 


Now, the question is whether the negro 
vote is necessarily @ source of danger even 


in States where the colored panulatian is. 
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largest and most ignorant. Is not the plea 
of bad local government through what Gen. 
Hancock designated as ‘‘ nigger domina- 
tion,’’ in some past time, a trifle misleading ? 
Were the consequences then suffered a ne- 
cessary result either of the color or the 
illiteracy of the voters? Taking the 
darkest accounts of misrule in South 
Carolina, where it was perhaps the 
worst, we find no reason for regarding it as 
@ necessary result of negro suffrage. The 
negroes were undoubtedly deluded and mis- 
led in a manner which would not be possible 
in any other than the abnormal conditions 
that then prevailed. They were not simply 
left to the guidance of their own ignorant 
impulses and the rascally self-interest of ad- 
venturous demagogues, but they were driven 
by the attitude and spirit of the native whites 
to a position of antagonism and hostility 
to the latter. No attempt was made to win, 
to conciliate, or to guide them; and treated 
as they were on one side and used as they 
were on the ‘other, nothing but anarchy and 
misrule, more or less mitigated, could well 
result. But that time, with its extraor- 
dinary conditions, has gone by. As 
things are now, is it such a difficult 
matter to reconcile negro suffrage 
with stability and good local government? 
Everything possible should be done for the 
education of the unfortunate victims of 
generations of slavery; but there are more 
dangerous qualities than well-meaning igno- 
rance. There is little evidence of political 
viciousness in the negro. Asa rule, he is 
anxious to be a good citizen; his ambition is 
to be respectable and respected. Thisis cer- 
tainly a hopeful quality. He only needs to 
be enlightened and directed to be not merely 
a safe buta useful citizen, in a political as 
well as an industrial sense. We believe it 
is entirely within the power of the intelli- 
gent whites of South Carolina to-day to 
make the negro vote in that State as free as 
it is in Massachusetts, where there are only 
18,411 colored persons in a population of 
1,783,012, without in the least imperiling the 
predominance of intelligence and integrity 
in the local government of that State. 


THE BOYTON INCIDENT. 

While the European powers are deliberat- 
ing what shall be done to secure their several 
States against being used as places for 
plotting assassinations to be coramitted in 
other countries, the American Republic is 
taking its usual turn at protecting Irish 
plotters in Great Britain. The arrest of 
young Boyton, charged with violating Eng- 
lish laws, is only one of many similar cases 
in which the accused person claims exemp- 
tion from punishment on the ground that he 
is an American citizen. The sacred mantle 
of American citizenship has been too often 
employed to protect crimes against the peace 
of other nations. Inthis instance it is not 
clear that young BoyToN was ever in 
this country, although it is alleged in his 
behalf that he was bornhere. He has been 
arrested for complicity in the Land League 
agitation. Thisis not a political offense, 
and if, under the lawsof the country, he is 
guilty of crime, or if there is gooc. reason to 
believe that he has so offended, the most that 
the American Government can do will be to 
secure for him a fair trial. If, as a British 
subject, Boyron had been a participator in 
the great railroad riots at Pittsburg, for ex- 
ample, his claim for British protection 
would not have availed him. As an Ameri- 
can of a very doubtful sort, trangressing the 
laws of the British Empire, his case is not 
one which will command much respect from 
the American people. 


Our Irish fellow-citizens are continually 
lashing themselves into a terrible state of 
mind concerning the outrages which, it is 
alleged, are being committed upon the op- 
pressed people of their native land. It is 
not a little queer that it should be so easy to 
find for almost every suspected agitator an 
American certificate of citizenship. The 
inevitable tendency of the times is to claim, 
at once, when an agitator gets into trouble, 
that he is an American citizen. Switzerland 
is the European rendezvous for revolution- 
ists and conspirators who are engaged in 
active schemes. From the United States 
move the plotters against the peace of Great 
Britain when their plans are fully matured. 
Just where a criminal offense becomes sim- 
ply a political one, and not amenable to 
the laws of international comity, has never 
been fully determined. If a party of men, 
influenced by motives of gain, cr personal 
revenge, plot the assassination of a citizen 
of Germany, while on the soil of another 
country, or make that country a place of 
refuge when the crime has been committed, 
they may be reached by extradition treaties 
and laws enacted under them. The assassi- 
nation of a King or Emperor is regarded as 
a purely political offense, and the assas- 
sins may be safe if they can escape to 
another country. It has, at last, come to 
pass that assassination is only a political 
agency, provided it be directed against a 
ruler or a public man. With grotesque dis- 
regard of the fitness of things, even Gam- 
BETTA has been threatened with assassina- 
tion. 

The Irish agitation has taken the shape of 
assassination, landlords being regarded, in 
some instances, as lawful game. But the 
men who are so ready to clairn American 
citizenship for every wild Irishman who gets 
into trouble abroad would be indignant if 
told that the killing of a landlord is no lessa 
crime than shooting at the Queen or blowing 
up a Russian palace. If shooting land- 
lords in Ireland is noble and patriotic busi- 
ness, we who are Americans must needs re- 
gret that any man even implicated in these 
offenses should be permitted to claim to 
be our fellow-citizen. Whatever may be 
the wrongs of the Irish peop.e, and they 
are many, landlord-murder has _ not 
yet become an American institution 
which should be transplanted to Irish 
soil. And the United States Senate is en- 
gaged in very doubtful business when, in 
the midst of its wordy wrangle, it pauses to 
refer the case of young Borrow to a com- 
mittee. No statement of this man’s position 
has been received from the United States 
Minister to England, but it is reasonable to 
presume that Boyton, whatever may be his 
relation to this country, has made himself 
amenable to British law. If it had not 
been necessary that the Senate should have a 
diversion interjected into the midst of its 
long struggle, Borron would have had no 
notice taken of him by the Senate. As itis, 
a fictitious and wholly insincere importance 
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is given to the case on account of the exi- 
gencies of Senators who seem to have lost 
what little dignity they ever had. 


PULITICAL WISDOM. 


The Assembly—in the interests of Repub- 
lican politicians, as distinguished from the 
interests of the Republican Party—has de- 
cided that New-York City shall not be 
cleaned. This has, perhaps, not unnaturally 
excited some little indignation in this City. 
It issaid by impulsive people that it is an 
outrage that the representatives of country 
towns and villages should forbid the Metrop- 
olis to have its streets cleaned, and that the 
Assemblymen from the City who have voted 
with the countrymen, fearing that if Mayor 
Grace were allowed to clean the streets the 
Democrats would in some way be bene- 
fited, deserve—well, it is not found easy 
to say what they’ do deserve. All this is 
very wrong. Such impulsive remarks show 
that the people who make them do not com- 
prehend the political interests that are in- 
volved in the matter. There is good reason 
to fear that if the Mayor had authority to 
clean the streets he would actually clean 
them. Now, the object of the political 
farce of street-cleaning is not to clean the 
streets, but to spend money in ways in 
which it will do the most good politically, 
and to provide patronage for politicians 
wherewith they can control votes. To give 
power to clean the streets to a Mayor stupid 
enough to really clean them would certainly 
be a gross misuse of political power. 

But there is another consideration of great 
force which ought to reconcile every New- 
York Republican of the type of Hayes, 
Hamittron, and their colleagues to the 
permanence of the present filthy condition 
of our streets. It is perfectly well under- 
stood that if the streets are not cleaned with- 
in a very short time we shall have a pesti- 
lence. The disease which threatens us with 
a worse fate than that of Memphis is already 
here. The typhus fever, that for many years 
has been almost unknown in this City, has 
not only made its appearance, but is steadily 
gaining ground. Like the Oriental plague, 
which many physicians declare to be only a 
local form of typhus, the typhus fever is 
bred of dirt, and owes its. origin 
here directly to the crime of our dirty 
streets. Fortunately, the season has this 
year been cold, and the progress of the dis- 
ease has therefore been slow. The fever 
germs will, however, quicken as suddenly 
as the grass will turn green under the hot 
sunshine of the long-deferred Spring. If 
the streets are not cleaned before the weather 
grows warmer, nothing less than a miracle 
will save New-York from the pestilence. 

Now, this City is strongly Democratic, and 
it must have occurred to the country poli- 
ticians who refuse to let the streets be 
cleaned that the loss of half the population 
of New-York would be a great loss to the 
Democratic Party. The death of half a 
million people in this City would reduce 
the Democratic majority so largely that the 
supremacy of their opponents in any State 
or Presidential election would be safe and 
easy. Of course, a certain number of Re- 
publicans would also fall victims to the pes- 
tilence, but such men as Mr. Hamruron and 
Mr. Hayes could readily leave the City at 
the first sign of imminent danger and their 
precious lives would be comparatively safe. 
Here is an argument for forbidding our 
streets to be cleaned which no real work- 
ing politician can refute. The countrymen 
who are determined that the pestilence shall 
be invited to take up its abode in New- York 
are far-seeing men. They comprehend that 
the death of even a hundred thousand of 
our people would advance their interests as 
Republican office-hunters and traders in 
patronage. Let weak sentimentalists say 
what they choose about the duty of legislat- 
ing for the benefit of communities instead 
of political interests, or of the duty of ab- | 
staining from crime when the commission 
of crime will benefit politicians. Earnest 
workers know that to obtain office and 
patronage is the supreme law, and that every 
other consideration should bend to it. 


There are, of course, amiable enthusiasts 
who maintain that the wisest policy fora 
politician, as well as for any other man, is 
to do his duty honestly and faithfully. They 
point out that the whole country wanted Mr. 
JAMES to be Postmaster-General because he 
had conducted the affairs of the New-York 
Post Office without the slightest regard to 
politics, and had attended strictly to the 
business of his office, instead of using its 
patronage to further his political interests. 
Such men assert that a Republican Assem- 
blyman who should insist upon having the 
streets of New-York cleaned, and upon 
separating the work of street-cleaning from 
that of political intrigue, would not only 
earn the gratitude of his fellow-citizens, 
but would benefit his party. They claim 
that for a Republican politician to advocate 
the introduction of pestilence into New- York 
City in order that the Democratic vote 
may be reduced is a short-sighted act, and 
one which must not only ruin the man him- 
self, but must seriously injure the great 
party which he disgraces by his member- 
ship. This is the sort of talk which disgusts 
the practical politician. He knows that 
Postmaster-General James is only one,man, 
and that the men who have gained office 
and influence by political methods are legion. 
He is confident that it is better to put im- 
mediate money into his pocket and to secure 
certain patronage than it would be to act 
like an honest and decent man. If Mr. 
Hami.ton or Mr. Hayes thinks that he can 
secure his re-election through the votes of 
street scavengers, he prefers not to run the 
risk of defeat by permitting street scavengers 
to be appointed who will sweep the streets 
instead of voting for the man through whose 
influence they have gained their places. 
If the people of New-York do not like this 
sort of reasoning, and do not admire the 
astuteness of the men who prefer one vote 
to the lives of half their fellow-citizens, it 
remains to be seen what they are going to 
do about it. 


Very few persons who read the account in 
yesterday's Tues of the black-mailing conspiracy © 
against Louis StrasBURGER will regret the killing 
of EpwarRp SaGeErr by Officer CAMPBELL. Although 
shot by accident, the accident was lucky, for if any 
man deserves death more than another, it is such 
a miscreant as Sacert proved himself to be. The 
fact that he had been educated, and had highly re- 
spectable connections, only increases his guilt. He 
had not the excuse of ignorance or bad training; 
he was evidently a scoundrel of the vilest order, an 
enemy of society and humanity. The mass of the 
community have very littie idea of the extant to 


which black-mailing is practiced here. Hundreds 
of persons of both sexes are said to be constantly 
engaged in it, and they manage, strangely enough, 
to live by it. That some of them should die by it 
is very desirable, and if more of them were ‘to 
share Sacert’s fate it would bea puilic benefit. 
Whenever a black-mailer succeeds in his purpose, 
he {s not only emboldened to continue in his odious 
trade, but all fellows of his stamp are encouraged 
to do likewise. . The killing of one of the number 
will be dispiriting, for most of them are arrant pol- 
troons, who would not enter into the shameful 
business it they thought themselves exposed to the 
danger of sudden taking off. The pretense of 
Sacerr and his accomplices to Nihilism is un- 
doubtedly hollow, and the denial of some of 
the Nihilists in the City that they have or ever 
had any connection with the secret order is 
in all probability to be trusted. Saczrr and his 
associates would be likely to assume the name of 
Nihilists in order to strike the SrrassuRcERs with 
terror, especially since the murder of ALEXANDER 
II. The Nihilists are known io be as determined 
and desperate as they are mysterious, and menaces 
from them have generally been carried out. The 
terrible reputation they have gained throughout 
civilization must have been calculated upon by the 
black-mailers, who blundered in this, as in other 
things, for the Nihilists, whatever their sins, are 
not commonmsneaks and swindl®rs, Their object is 
political, and has, notwithstanding the horror it 
excites, a certain dignity, because free from ordi- 
nary selfishness. Sacerr and his confederates were 
plainly villains of the vulgarest pattern, having 
nothing kindred to the great secret society of Rus- 
sia. They were, it is obvious, not originators, but 
mere imitators of other scoundrels. If they had 
not been, they would not have so mismanaged and 
fallen at last into a trap of their own laying. Black- 
mailing is so mean, so cowardly, so infamous, that 
the very idea of it excites indignation, and when it 
is coupled with plans for the abduction of children 
it may well excite alarm. There was poetic, if not 
strictly legal, justice in the death of Sagert, and it 
is a pity that his accomplices had not shared it. So 
audacious a scheme is unusual, evenin this City, and 
its issue to at least one of its undertakers has been 
so fortunate for the community that it is to be 
hoped that it may serve as a wholesome example to 
Villains similarly inclined.

Senator MAHONE, of Virginia, just now one 
of the most prominent politicians of the South, is 
analyzed by somebody who claims to have known 
him intimately for years. MaHoNE was born to 
poverty; gained in youth but aslender education; 
had at the outset no political influence, and en- 
tered upon the struggle for existence with a person 
and temperament the reverse of winning. His in- 
nate disposition to conquer circumstances was 
strengthened by opposition, and his resolve to suc- 
eeed never flagged, even when he suffered most 
from an infirm body. Ee was educated at a mili- 
tary academy in Virginia, and afterward taught 
there. He next essayed railway management with 
marked distinction; went into the Southern Army 
at the breaking out of the rebellion, and won many 
laurels in the field. He has already achieved a rep- 
utation in the United States Senate by proving 
himself a man of remarkable force, individuality 
and independence. He is said to have an affec- 
tionate, ardent nature, very ambitious, though not 
selfish; cold in manner, but very kind-hearted. He 
has always been moody, bitter, and tender by 
turns, often contradictory, though incapable of 
meanness. Prompt to make amends for any error 
he may have committed through passion or preju- 
dice, he will never say, “I was wrong,” or “I am 
sorry.” In early life he suffered greatly from dys- 
pepsia and other ills, being compelled to live on 
dry toast and milk, and enduring frequent pains 
while student, teacher, and engineer. Having 
secured a subordinate position in the corps 
of engineers then preparing to build the Orange 
and Alexandria Railway, he is reputed to have 


|! worked harder and accomplished larger results 


than any of his associates. While there, he first 
displayed his talent for making enemies of those 
he did not wish to conciliate. He showed worldly 
wisdom in selecting his friends, seldom choosing, it 
is said, any who could not and would not be of ser- 
vice to him. He has no veneration. for his fellows, 
regarding them mainly for their ability to help him 
and his purposes. He believes in destiny, especially 
his own, having thought from his boyhood that he 
was born for great things. Whatever he decides 
to do, he is pretty certain todo. When there was 
to be an election for Chief Engineer of the then 
proposed Norfolk and Petersburg Railway, he was 
urged by an intimate acquaintance, also an en- 
gineer, to goto Norfolk and use ail his influence 
for his acquaintance for that office. Manone 
went, worked hard, and got the Chief Engineership 
for himself, although he had to defeat another man 
of much capacity and popularity to obtain his end. 
Manone is reputed to be extremely fond of litiga- 
tion—he would rather pay $5,000 on a judgment 
than $1,000 on a compromise. He has succeeded 
where other men of his peculiarities would have 
failed. He is so eccentric, his methods are so differ- 
ent, that it is hardto compare him with other men. 
Those who know him best pronounce h'm an original, 
a revolutionist, a born leader, a man who will 
never follow except long enough to mature plans 
to take the lead. His industry is prodigious. How 
he can do so much work in twenty-four hours and 
retain his health is a constant cause of wonder to 
his closer friends.

The last report of the Chief of Ordnance is 

strengthened in the direction of the uselessness 
of the bayonet when the results of the trials of 
military small arms undertaken by Col. BEnTON 
and Capt. GREER are examined. The more small 
arms are improved the greater will be the tendency 
to fight at “long bowls.’’ When, as these officers 
show, the service rifle, with service cartridge, is, 
amply sufficient to disable and possibly to kill up. 
to nearly 3,000 yards, and that a 500-grain bul- 
let fired from any rifle with a twist sufficient to 
give the necessary rotation will range nearly 8,700 
yards, and that with a specially prepared cartridge 
a longer range can be obtained, the efficiency of 
powder and lead can. be better understood. 
Of course, this is too long a range to be 
effective, but still it is om record that 
when fighting the Russians the Turks used their 
American-made arms effectively at 2,500 yards, 
and that they went into action with from 100 to 150 
cartridges tothe man. Can, however, a target at 
3,000 yards be hit at all? Capt. GreErR gives to Mr. 
R. T. Harz, of the National Armory of Springfield, 
the enviable distinction of being the only person in 
the world who has ever hit the bull’s-eye, six feet 
in diameter, at 2,500 yards, with three different 
rifles, and who has once even hit the same sized 
target at 3,200 yards! This is indeed long-range 
shooting. In this shooting the gun was held 
under the arm, a muzzle-rest being used. 
The elevations under such circumstances may in- 
terest our National Guardsmen who try their hands 
at Creedmoor. _At 2,000 yards with the Springfield 
service rifle elevation was 11° 58’; with the long- 
range Springfield, 8° 16’ 2’; with the second arm 
at 3,200 yards it was 20° 51’ 37”. The exact pene- 
tration of the ball at this immense range was not 
studied, but its force was quite positively deter- 
mined to be sufficient to kill; still, after the ball 
has flown half its distance its penetration de- 
creases. Now, this brings us to the much-mooted 
question of the use of small arms at these extreme 
ranges. The ordnance officers tell us that they 
can find men in the ranks who will throw 
all their ten shots in close proximity, every bali 
falling within afew feet of the other. ‘ Presup- 
posing a knowledge of the distance and some 
means of observing the effects of shot to correct 
elevation, itis evident that among even a small 
number of troops many would be.struck.” Of 
course, for every man killed a large amount of 
ammunition would have to be used, but still, in- 
different to the cost, the Turks fired away at these 
long ranges, and many a Russian was killed. There 
seems to be something preposterous in the idea of 
the economy of anything in war, and if you want 
te kill largely and copiously since war is waste, 
paradoxically there can be no waste.

What may be called the conservative spirit 
of the Roman Catholic hierarchy is now bringing 
it into conflict with certain classes in France and 
Ireland who have hitherto been the strongest sup- 
porters of the Church. Until recently, in political 
circles in France, the terms Clerical and Legitimist 
were held to besynonymous. At least, although 
there were prominent Imperialists who were good 
Roman Catholics, the Clerical element was much 
stronger among the adherents of the Comte pz 
CHAMBORD than with the members of the other 
parties. If there was the least hope of Legitimist 
success the papal authorities might not have 
looked unfavorably uvon thia arranzament. but 


the policy of the Vatican in distinctly Roman 
Catholic countries has commonly been to recog: 
nize and affiliate with the Governmental powers 
that be. Tomake common cause with the Legit- 
imists and stake the destiny of the Church 
in France on the possibility of restoring 
to the throne the Comte pre CHamMBorD or his prob- 
able successor in right, the Comte pre Paris, isa 
position which the present Pope does not care to 
take. The Legitimist leaders have, with a keen eyo 
to their own interests, endeavored to force the 
French clergy into this union of causes, and have 
gone so far that the authorities at Rome have been 
compelled to interfere. The Legitimists have been 
plainly told that they are not and cannot be con- 
sidered the political exponents of the Church in 
France. This assertion has created not a little 
anger among such Clerical politicians as the Comta 
DE Mun, but it is‘easy for disinterested observers 
to see that there was no other line of action open 
to the papal authorities, and that they would have 
been wise if they had adopted this course three or 
four years ago. _In ireland a large number of the 
clergy, as well as of the people, are disgusted with 
the position taken by Archbishop McCaznr, of 
Dublin, the Pope’s Legate, on the Land 
League question. Here, again, the conser- 
vatism of the Church is shown by the 
support which its head would give to constituted 
authorities. Many of the Irish clergy, with buta 
slight comprehension of the necessity Pope Lzo is 
under of making his policy apply to general rather 
than specific questjons, would commit the Roman 
Catholic Church to the cause of the Land Leaguers. 
it is asserted that the backwardness of the Pope in 
his sympathy for the Irish agitation has created 
great dissatisfaction in Ireland; but when Mr. Par- 
NELL says that the cause advocated by M. RocuE- 
Fort in France {s the same in its essentials as that 
he (Mr. ParNzLL) is struggling for in Ireland, what 
is Pope Leo todo? He cannot with any degree of 
consistency excommunicate M. Rocnerort and 
condemn his cause in France and at the same tim¢ 
applaud and assist in carrying out a similar work 
in Ireland. The Irish priests and people who look 
only at themselves are not able to perceive the in- 
congruity which such a course would mvolve. If 
is probable that the papal admonitions in the future 
will be even more outspoken than they have beea 
in the past, and itis by no means improbable that 
in consequence of this there will be a noticeable 
falling off in the devotion of the Irish to the Romaa 
Catholic Church.

AN INCIDENT OF THE BLOCKADE. 

A correspondent of the Boston Advertiser, 
discussing the subject of color-blindness, relates 
the following as coming under his own experience 
when employed in the blockade of the port of Wil- 
mington, N. C., during the war of the rebellion: 
“The ships on blockade duty got under way at sun- 
set, and at dark moved to their regular stations, 
some going well in toward Fort Caswell, and others 
further off, keeping under low steam and in aspeci- 
fied beat. To prevent, as far as possible. our own 
ships from mistaking and firing into each other, 
each supposing the other a blockade runner, as did 
happen more than once, my own ship getting three 
24-pound shells from one of our own vessels, @ sys- 
tem of challenging and answering signals by show- 
ing or flashing a red or white light was establisned. 
As we all knew the station or beat of each ship, we 
could usually tell with tolerable certainty what 
vessel was sighted. But, to prevent accidents, it 
was the rule for any ship doubting to challenge by 
showing the challenging signal for that particular 
night. If no answering light was shown, or 
an incorrect one, the challenger had a right 
to fire. One night my own ship was chal- 
lenged. We were so near that all hands on my 
own vessel knew well what ship made the chal- 
lenge. We answered by showing a red light for 
three or four seconds. Again we were challenged, 
and again we answered as before. All hands were 
at quarters. Almost immediately after our second 


answer the lock-string of the 100-pounder rifle on 
board the challenger was pulled, the gun, pointed 
directly at my ship, happily missing fire. Before 
the gun could be reprimed we were made out, and 
no harm done, The next day an interview was 
had with the commander of the challenging ship, 
and he was informed by metnat his challenges 
were correctly answered, I myself seeing it done. 
Why our answers were not seen by his ship could 
not be made out. He informed me, however, that 
he had been many months in command of his

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THE DEAD CONSPIRATOR 


SUPPOSED CONFEDERATE AR- 
RESTED IN PHILADELPHIA. 
VOGEL BELIEVED TO HAVE BEEN THE CHIEF 
OF THE BAND—THE CORONER’S JURY 
SELECTED—WHAT IS KNOWN OF PERSONS 
IMPLICATED—VOGEL’S CONFESSION. 
The Police did not yesterday clear up 
what was mysterious about the inception of 
the plot to kidnap Mr, Louis Strasburger’s 
daughter Rosa, and to extort money from him 
by threatening him with death. They, how- 
ever, secured the arrest in Philade:phia of 
Eugene Freidrich, a supposed accemplicy of 
Vogel and Sagert, and partly established 
the position of Vogel as the chief of 
the conspirators. They searched after a 
fourth conspirator, although Capt. Gunner 
believes that he is a myth. During 
the day the care of the dead man Sagert passed 
,into the hands of Coroner Herrman, and 
Deputy Coroner Waterman made an examina- 
tion and found that the. bullet from Officer 
Campbell's pistol had entered the left eye and 
lodged in the back of the skull. The body will 
be buried on Hart’s Island, but the grave will 
bé’marked, so that if friends wish to remove 


the remains they will be able to recover 
them. The following jury was selected: 
D. Pettigrew, No. 484 First-avenue; F. Weis- 
a No. 371 Third-avenue; T. Wood, No. 
3° Third-avenue; J. Purcell, No. 356 East 
Twenty-ninth-street; C. Smyth, No, 156 Kast 
Twenty-ninth-street; J. Burke, No. 339 East 
Tweuty-ninth-street ; P. Coogan, No, 378 Third- 
avenue; J. R. MacMillan, No. 420 Third-ave- 
nue; D. Rosenberg, No. 528 hird-avenue; E. 
Newheimer, No. 395 Broadway; Ralph 
Weill, No. 397 Broadway. It was as- 
certained that Sagert was an _ Israel- 
ite. Mr. Strasburger had no suspicion 
of Vogel until the time of his arrest, when 
proofs of his guilt were overwhelming. He 
suspected Freidrich, who, with Vogel, was a 
pussenger on the Baltic, because he did not 
ike his manner and appearance Freidrich 
and Vogel roomed together at Rauth’s board- 
ing-house, No, 32 Stauton-street, until about 
seven weeks ago, when Freidrich went to Phil- 
adelphia, and was employed as salesman in 
Wanamaker’s clothing store. Mr. Strasburger 
says that before Freidrich left New-York 
be quarreled with Vogel, and he suspects 
that the dispute was about the plot to 
extort money from him. Freidrich is a 
native of Leipsic, and he, like Vogei and Sa- 
gert, knew the engraving and picture trade. 
Capt. Gunner, at the instance of Mr. Stras- 
burger, telegraphed to Chief Detective Tryon 
to arrest Freidrich, and at 5 P. M. was notitied 
of the arrest. A subsequent dispatch informed 
Capt. Gunner that Freidrich refused to go to 
New-York without a requisition, and one will 
pe applied for to-day. Vogel was arraigned 
yesterday at the Yorkville Police Court. He 
was mute and was remanded. 

Persons who knew Vogel and Sagert in Ger- 
many and this City, talked about them yester- 
day. Vogel’s father is a dealer in engravings 
and works of art. lives in the Goethe-strasse, 
Leipsic, and has a store under the Pariser Hof. 
Vogel, last October, was in the second cabin of 
2 steamer which met with an accident outside 
of Liverpool. He returned then and took a 
first-class cabin passage in the Baltic. He 
came here penniless, but with astock of en- 
zravings and —" the property of his 
F ‘ : 
father, which he sold. He appropriated the 
money, and when that was spent he pawned 
she greater part of a good wardrobe. No 

,good opinion was entertained of Vogel 
by those who made his acquaintance 
in New-York. Sagert was known to many 
persons. He served his time in_ the 
inilitary service in the coast guard at Swine- 
mund, on the shores of the Baltic. When he 
had paid this dept to Prussia he went into his 
father’s office. He is remembered as a bright, 
dashing young man, who became so debauched 
that his father sent him to this country to re- 
form. He had a serious attachment for his 
sweetheart at Hanover, and was no doubt 
yxerapted by the prospect ofsuccess in coercin 

Mr. Strasburger, because it would have enable 

nim to claim her hand on equal terms, she hay- 


ing a small fortune. The letter to her and one 
to his mother which were found in his pocket 
were affectionate epistles, and did not speak of 
the foolish and bungling conspiracy. The 
etters will not be made public. Vogel’s 
trunk was found yesterday at No. 1 Rivington- 
street. It contained his and Sagert’s clothes, 
end was evidently packed ready for their ex- 
pected journey to Europe. 

In unraveling the plot the Police make out a 
pretty clear case against Vogel, although their 
liscoveries place the imbecility of the conspir- 
ators in a stronger light than before. On the 
26th of March Vogel and Sagert went to No. 
332 East Fifty-second-street, and said that they 
wanted to hire a floor for light manufacturing 
purposes. They were shown an apartment 
bn the second tioor by Mrs. Martha Schneer, 
and Sagert, giving the name of Dubois, hired 
{t at a rent of $22 a month, and paid $2 on 
account. He said that his family might move 
{non Sunday. Noone came to occupy the rooms 
up to the 3lst March, and the landlady opened 
the doors and found in the apartment a hat, 
box from which Sagert’s name had been clum- 
sily scratched. In it was a woolen neck-muf- 


fer It is supposed that the _muftler was 
to be used to stifle Rosa’s cries when her 


abductors got her into the apartment, 
Vogel was taken to the house yesterday, and 
wvas identified by Mrs. Schneer. Mr. Stras- 
burger saw the rooms last night, and marveled 
at the stupidity of the ‘‘ committee” in choos- 
ing a crowded tenement-house filled with gos- 
sips as a hiding-place for astolen child. It ap- 

ars that Mr. Strasburger’s governess made 


’ogel’s acquaintance on the Baltic, and that 
when Mr, Strasburger landed in New- York on 
the 26th of October he went to the resi- 
dence of his brother-in-law, Charles Adler, in 
East Fifty-fourth-street. There Vogel visited 
the coverness, and was on one occasion accom- 
panied by Sagert, who remained in the street 
while Vogel paid his visit. Unless new evi- 
dence to prove the contrary is adduced, the 
Police will believe that Vogel was at the 
bottom of the whole conspiracy. All 
but two of the nine letters re- 
ceived by Mr. Strasburger are. in his 
handwriting, and he obtained money in some 
manner, while Sagert was penniless. On Tues- 
day he received $60 from his father, through 
Knauth, Nachod & Kiihne. The Danziger 
brothers, of No. 96 Eldridge-street, who knew 
Sagert well, scout theidea that he was a Social- 
ist. They now say that he was an extraor- 
dinary liar, and do not believe a story 
that he told about his being inspected and 
assed at the corner of Sixtiy-sixth-street and 
adison-avenue by a committee of Nihilists. 
They knew that he was annoying Mr. Stras- 
burger, but at the time believed that Mr. Stras- 
burger had Nihilistic documents implicating 
Russian officials, and that Sagert was empow- 
ered to obtain them, and had been promised 
nreward of $5,000. The child Rosa was to be 
stolen -and used as a lever to secure possession 
of the documents. Of Vogel, it is said that 
when the news of the assassination of the 
Czar came here he regarded it as an out- 
rage, and that if the Emperor William 
was assassinated in the same way 
ae should he oy grieved. Justus 
Bchwab saw Sagert’s body at the Morgue 
yesterday, and said that he did not remember 
that he had ever seen him. He did not know 
Vogel by name. Solomon Cohen, of No. 36 
East Houston-street, was taken to the Twenty- 
eighth Precinct Station-house on Thursday 
night, because his address was found in Sagert’s 
ocket. He proved that he only knew Sagert 
hrough a business transaction, and was re- 
‘eased. Ward Officer Campbell received the 
lollowing letters yesterday :

THE ARREST IN PHILADELPHIA. 

PHILADELPHIA, April 8.—At the request of 
fhe New-York authorities, the Police to-day ar- 
rested Eugene Freidrich, who is charged with be- 
Ing implicated in the Strasburger black-mail plot. 
Detective Cornish, of New-York, arrived this 
evening to take charge of the young man, but he 
pleaded absolute ignorance as to what part the pris- 
pner played in the scheme. Freidrich is a Frenchman, 
80 years of age, and has the carriage and address of 
h man of culture. He denies having any knowledge 
pt the affair, and proclaims his arrest as a high- 
handed outrage. He says he came to this city 


from New-York in February, and a few weeks 
ago obtained a situation in the art department of 
one of the principal stores in the city. His mother, 
& widow, resides in Paris, and is weil connected. 
Siifce his arrival here it is known that Freidrich

: one registered letter from New-York, 


which is thought to have contained a remittance 
from his parent. He has not beén thrown intoa 
cell at the Police Head-quarters, but is accorded 
the privilege of the corridor, a liberty seldom 
granted. He wears a light mustache, and combs 
the hair from his well-defined forehead high up in 
front. His dress is that of a gentleman, and his 
conversation is easy and polished. As soon as the 
requisition papers are made out Officer Cornish will 
remove him to New-York.

WHAT VOGEL SAYS. 

Late last night Capt. Gunner gave the fol- 
lowing statement of Voge! to the press: ‘‘ arrived 
in New-York on the 25th of October on the same 
vessel as Mr, Strasburger. In the course of the 
month of Ncvember I became acquainted witt 
Mr. J. Sagert as he was about to leave the firm of 
Frederick Keppel, on Broadway, opposite City 
Hall. In ferlin I hdd casually met Sagert at 


Linde’s Depot, and I had business relations before 
that with his father, Similar business brought 
us together in New-York; but one Sunday morning, 
as I was about to pay a visit to Mr. Strasburger 
and his family, I met Sagert in the street. 
He said that he was taking a walk to the Park, and 
as our destination was almost identical, 1 went 
with him. In this way we happened to speak about 
Mr. Strasburger’s aftairs. After this I met Sagert 
in an art-dealer's place, and when he asked me 
how my visit to Mr. Strasburger_ pleased me, we 
had a general conversation about Mr. Strasburger; 
this was about the Saturday before Christmas. 
Three or four weeks ago I met Sagertin Broadway, 
and for the first time this year. He had book-slates 
with him, and was peddling. He said he was in dis- 
tress. 1 gave him a dollar and promised to aid 
him to return to Germany with me. From that 
time Sagert visited me daily, and I assisted him as 
faras my means permitted. He promised to pay 
me back every cent that 1 advanced either here or 
in Germany. He also said that be awaited a remit- 
tance of 240thalers from a rich uncle in Altoona, 
Penn., and one of 100 thalers from his father. He 
a!so said that the fortune of his intended wife in 
Hanover was over 10,000 thalers. He often spoke 
of the Strasburger family, and inquired if I yet vis- 
ited them. and asked about Miss Speiton. ] asked him 
what interest he had in her and the Strasburgers, 
and he said that he would not be averse to court- 
ing Miss Spelton. In the courseof further conver- 
sation he said that he intended to levy a contribu- 
tion on the wealthy Mr. Strasburger. I said “ ‘iry 
it.” He replied, ** I'll do it.” Llooked at him in- 
quiringiv. and he said, “‘Anyhow, he can be reached 
with threats.”. I asked him what he meant, but 
he smiled and told me to keep quiet. At 
first I thought that he was joking, but see- 
ing that he was serious I watched. We went 
out together frequently, and I twice saw a 
man, apparently an Israelite, who wore a short 
beurd and was dressed ina biue suit. Ho met us 
twice. He and Sagert conversed,and 1 joined in 
the conversation, He once asked me if a child 
could be kidnapped easily. I said “No,” and asked 
why such a question was put. He replied that 
with a wagon the affair would be an easy one. If, 
for instance, I acted as driver be and a third 
person could take her from the street by 
force. I suspected that they had Mr. Stras- 
burger’s daughter in view, and toid them 
so; they said that I was in_ error. We 
then changed the conversation. Sagert asked me 
then many odd questions—for instance, when the 
services began atthe Temple on Sundays. I said 
that I did not know, but that I would ask at the 
Café Cosmopolitan. So matters went along until 
March 26, when the rooms in Fifty-second-street 
were hired. Sagert said that they were for a family 
named Dubois, who were well known to him. Sagert 
said that I could go with him or not, as I pleased. 
lwent on the evening of the 26th March, At that 
time he asked me to give him a hat-box and a map. 
He wanted to pack up his effects so that he could 
bring them to me to pack up in my big trunk, prior 
to our departure for Europe. On the morning of 
March 27 he told me that we had better get the key 
of the rooms of the apartment in East Fifty-sec- 
ond-street. He sent me to the housekeeper 
there. She said that the keys were  mis- 
laid. We walked about the streets for three- 
quarters of an hour, and parted at Lexington- 
avenue and some street at 11:30 A. M. I took a 
car to go to No, 29 Stanton-street, and had my din- 
ner. Then I tried to find Sagert to play a game of 
pinokel at Hoffman’s, in Stanton-street. 1 found 
Him, He came with me to Hoffman’s, and we 
played there, That day he told me about an “‘ad- 
venture,” as he termed it. I have spoken of this 
to Mr. Strasburger. After this I shunned Sagert. 
Hoffman knows that not a word was said 
about the Strasburger affair in his place. 
On the 6th inst. Sagert gave me a let- 
ter for Mrs. Strasburger, and asked me to 
deliver it. I did this. and did not know what the 
letter contained. On Thursday, at about 11 o’clock 
in the morning, I accidentally met Sagert on First- 
avenue. We were joined by the Israelite I have 
spoken of. We went up to Fortieth-street, and 
reached Sixty-first-street and Fourth-avenue in a 
zigzag way. Then I was tired, and told Sagert 
that I wanted to eat. I walked away from Sagert, 
and tried to show him that I was displeased with 
him. He came after me, and I repeated that I was 
hungry. He advised meto goand eat, but made 
an arrangement to meet me at Fifty-ninth-street 
and Sixth-avenue. We walked along Madison-ave- 
nue, and he told me en passant that when he 
stopped I was to fire a pistol, I did this between 
Sixtieth and Sixty-first-streets. I fired twice. As I 
did this I saw Sagert on Madison-avenue. He 
raised his hand as a salute, which I returned.

THE ITALIAN OPERA. 

The last night of the subscription this season 
was given to a performance of ‘I Trovatore,” 
Though it is often sneered at as a hack opera, and 
many of its melodies have formed the stock in 
trade of hand-organ grinders, it is still as popular 
as when it was first heard in New-York. The house 


was crowded in «very part last evening, and, as the 
opera was begun with spirit, the enthusiasm was 


contagious, the artists exerting themselves to the 


utmost, and the audience being far more demon- 


strative than usual. There is nothing new to be 
said about *“‘ Trovatore”’ as an opera, but its per- 
formance last night deserves more than usual no- 
tice for its excellence. Signor Campanini made a 
triumph in the rdle of Manrico such as 


even he has seldom enjoyed before. Inthe first act 
he showed spirit and that musical skill in the use of 


his voice for which he is distinguished, though it 
was evident that he was not in the best condition. 
But from this point he improved steadily, and it is 
not too much to say that he has never before sung 
the réle with greater effect. The long scene which 
concludes with *‘ Di quella pira’’ was a superb per- 
formance, judged by any standard. Signor Campa- 


nini seemed to have been inspired in its perform- 


ance. He absolutely commanded the admira- 
tion of the house. His acting was astonishingly 
perfect, and even if he had not sung with such 
consummate skill he would have received 
the warmest applause. But the great point of the 
representation was that Signor Campanini sang 
with all his best effects, and showed that 
the effects of his recent cold have been merely 
temporary, Such a. Drilliant performance 
of the “Di quella pira’” has never before been 
heard in New-York. The great tenor was recalled 
some five or six times, loaded with flowers and 
other tributes of appreciation, and finally the cur- 
tain was raised for him to repeat the scene. He 
did it with the same vigor that he had previously 
shown, and sang magnificently. It was a personal 
triumph for Signor Campanini, which showed the 
hold he has on the musica] public, and the earnest- 
ness he exhibitedin exerting his utmost powers 
was a further proof of his conscientious work in 
the discharge of his duty—a labor to which very 
few artists would have been equal. 

In other respects the performance was a pro- 
nounced success. Mme. Réze was an effective 
Leonora, and won much applause. The réle is try- 
ing, and demands the highest powers of a dramatic 
soprano, Inthe Miserere she sang with admirable 
taste. Miss Cary’s Azucena was, as usual, a power- 
ful performance, and Signor Galassi had his 
full share of the honors for anoble rendering of the 
part of the Count. He was never in better voice, 
and never sang more’ artistically. From the time 
when Amodio first sang the part in the old Academy 
of Music there has never been a more thoroughly 
satisfactory artist in this réle than Signor Galassi. 
In all matters of detail the opera was well given, 
and was a brilliant conclusion of the season.

GREAT WESTERN FLOODS 
SCENES OF DEVASTATION 1N THE 
MISSOURI VALLEY. 

THE SEVEREST WINTER FOLLOWED BY THE 
MOST DESTRUCTIVE FRESHETS—THRILL- 

ING SCENES AND INCIDENTS. 

St. Pavuz, April 8.—As the past Winter has 
been the severest known in the North-west since 
its settlement by the advance guard of civilization, 
so are the floods on the Upper Missouri and 
its tributaries now sweeping down toward 
the Mississippi, freighted with masses of 
ice and wreckage of boats and houses, the most 
appalling, even in the memory of the aborigines. 
The floods along the river, from Pierre down, are 
unparalleled. From Sioux City to Yankton the 
bottoms are from 14 to 15 miles wide, and 
all these bottom lands are overflowed, making 
a perfect inland sea. All the farmers living on the 
bottoms confine themselves to raising corn, cattle, 
and hogs. All their stock is drowned or starving, 
the fodder having been washed away or being 


under water. Such of the farmers as have two-story 
houses have taken refuge in the second stories 
thereof. It was impossible to reach these people 
even if there had been plenty of boats. 
There was, however, a scarcity of boats. There 
are reports, mot yet verified, of loss of 
life by drowning. Itis known that some, mostly 
wood-yard men along the river, have been drowned. 
When the water subsides it will no doubt be found 
that there has been great loss of life. The surging 
sea of ice and water has swept all evidences of 
civilization on the bottoms, and on the lower levels 
adjacent, out of sight. 

A gentleman now in St. Paul, who has lived at 
Bismarck forthe past 10 years and witnessed nine 
break-ups of the Missouri River, says the 
water was certainly eight feet higher than 
ever before, and that in ordinary times the 
water would not reach within six feet of the hand- 
some plateau on which Mandan is situated. The 
old Dakota Southern Railroad, which was bought 
last year by the Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul Company, running from Sioux City 
te Yankton, is a total wreck. It runs along 
the bank of the Missouri, and all the 
bridges over the streams have been carried away 
andthe embankments washed out. It isa badly 
situated line, and the railroad men say it will prob- 
ably never be reconstructed. It will be a month or 
more before any atempt can be made to repair it. 

The suffering will be great throughout the 
fiooded region. Men who were rich a week ago 
are beggars to-day. Covington, opposite Sioux 
City, is under water. 

The Government last year made an appropriation 
of $10,000 for improving the river in front of Ver- 
million, and all the work on the improvements 
has been washed away. The officers of the 
Chicago, St. Paul and Omaha Railroad _re- 
ceived the following this evening: ‘The river is 
very high at this point, and still rises over the 
track. Just north of the city it is over- 
flowed. About 6 feet of water over Cov- 
ington and 4 feet at our depot. The 
ice may gorge below. Matters will be worse. 
Nearly every one bas moved out of Covington, 
excepta fewmen. The track is reported washea 
out badly between Covington and Dakota 
City. On the Upper Missouri the flood 
seems to be receding, but the town of 
Mandan, opposite Bismarck, is now a solid 
sea of ice, which is still intact, and the railroad 
track has to be cut out. Over 100 men are at work 
on it, and probably to-morrow the two miles from 
Mandan to the river will be clear. Lower downon 
the river, where the volume of water has expand- 
ed, a more critical condition of affairs prevails 
now.’ 

One of the wildest scenes of the flood was wit- 
nessed at Green Island, opposite Yankton. A 
church came floating down the river and lodged 
on the lower part of Green Island. It 
was evidently of strong timbers and 
came down in a dignified, majestic 
sort of way. It hada steeple, and in the steeple 
was a bell. and as the buiiding rocked with the 
current or was jostied by the ice the beil would 
toll, and could be heard over the crash of the ice 
and of the flood. The deep, monotonous clang 
and the sight and sound were alike awe-inspiring. 

The rescue of the Moreton family, father and 
daughter, was a thrilling episode of the 
flood. When their house was swept away 
from its foundation, Moreton and his 
daughter were the sole occupants, his wife 
and son being on the high ground, from which they 
could see the old gentleman as he stood in a 
window and waved his hat. This paralyzed the 
son, who offered all his worldly possessions for the 
rescue. The Van Allen brothers resolved to make 
the attempt, but the wife of one of them clung 
to her husband until he freed  him- 
self from her embrace and (they set 
out on their forlorn hope, mission of mercy. Get- 
ting into their boat, they pulled for the house, 
which was fioating away, tossed hither and thither 
by the great cakes of ice, which would strike it 
with blows which could be heard half a mile away. 
Before they got to the house it had lodged 


on some obstruction, and nothing could be seen 


of the inmates. The house seemed to be held 
down, and the water rose until it was half way 
up the sloping roof. The rescuers rowed around 
the peak of the rvof, but could hear no sound save 
the grinding and crashing of the ice, and started to 
return, thinking the inmates must surely have 
a Just as they had given up ail hope of 

eing of any service, and started to pull back, 
one of them thought he heard a knocking on the 
underside of the roof, They went back, and by 
listening intently they heard distinctly a tap on the 
under side of the shingles. Going to the spot, they 
cut a hole through the roof and took out the 
old man and his daughter, more dead than alive, 
and carried them safely to high ground. Just 
as they gotthem intothe boat and started to pull 
away from the building, Mr. Moreton said that his 
satchei was in 


the garret, and in it was 
$530. He said 


that the Van Allens might

replied they had no use forit. The house wassoon 
swept away and lodged against a bank, and the 
next day it was entered and the money recovered. 
When the old man had recovered from his fright 
and exhaustion he told how he and his daughter 
had clambered up under the eaves and felt the 
chill water quickening their pulsations as it 
surged over their extremities. They were 
locked in a last. embrace, expecting 
to go down together, as they thought 
until they heard the men on the roof, when they 
signaled and were rescued. Ascene at Van Allen 
{is thus described: ‘ A house floated down from 
somewhere up the river, and lodged at the foot of 
the bluff. Nobody recognized the house, and it 
apperentiy had floated some distance. The roof 
only rose above the water. Persons from the bluff 
went out to the house, and on opening an upper 
window found a dog alive and active. This 
dog manifested great anxiety to go down 
the stairs, and from his actions it is 
thought that the bodies of the family are 
in the rooms below. In the chamber were ex- 
pensive silk dresses and every indication that the 

ouse had been occupied by a family in affluent 
circumstances. 

Curcaco, April 8.—A dispatch from Sioux City, 
Iowa, says: ‘‘ All the gorges in the river above 
Sioux City have undoubtedly broken. The 
flood is now at its height. and passing by 
here at least four feet below the level of 
the river front, and 10 to 15 feet below 
the level of the business portion of the city. The 
low lands on the opposite side of the river, in 
Nebraska, are flooded, and the people living there 
have been compelled to moveaway. The Covington 
people were brought to this side this morning. 
a low point of ground below the city, at the 
mouth of the Floyd River, is partially submerged. 
The ice is too rotten and broken up to form any 
gorge below in the face of so powerful a cur- 
rent; and all apprehensions of any trouble in 
this City from the freshets in the Missouri may be 
dismissed. The water is now stationary and will 
doubtless be on the decline to-morrow. There are 
about 200 refugees in town. 

A special to the mie News from Omaha, Neb., 
says: ‘The Missouri River at 10 o’clock this 
morning registered 19 feet 7 inches above 
low-water mark, and is rising half an inch 
an hour. The river is now a foot higher 
than ever known, but, owing to the precautions 
taken, the damage is slight as yet, though the 
situation ‘is critical A further rise of 
four inches will carry the water over the 
fall in the Union Pacific yards and flood the lumber 
yards. The current is very rapid and a large 
amount of ice is running. It is hoped that the 
highest point has been about reacded, but the peo- 
ple are very nervous over the possibilities of the 
next few hours. 

Sr. Louis, April 8.—A dispatch from Kansas City 
to the Hepudlican says that about 4 o’clock yester- 
day morning a house standing on the bank of the 
Missouri River, near Parkville, occupied by 
a woman named Cordell and three children, were 
swept into the stream by the current cutting into 
the bank. After floating down the river spout 
seven miles the house was discovered by two young 
hunters, named Burch and Ford, from Kansas City, 
who put out to it in a skiff, cut a hole in the roof, 
the only part of the building above water, rescued 
the inmates, and took them back to Parkville.

CATTLE DYING BY THOUSANDS. 

NeEw-OrR.LEans, April 8.—The news from the 
Attakepas country is of the most startling charac- 
ter. Tens of thousands of cattle are reported as 
dying for the wantof proper nourishment. Mr. 
Jasper Galland, the Messrs. Raphael and Treveill 
Segure, near the town of New Iberia, have alone 
lost nearly 3,000 head. The general destruction of 
live stock is owing to the piolonged and severe 
Winter, in consequence of which there is no grass 
upon the prairies, and the cattle, eating the young 
grass just springing up, are purged to such an ex- 
tent that they die by thousands. Prominent cattle 
dealers in that part of the country are of the 
opinion that in order to preserve the cattle they 
must be housed in barns and fed in the Winter, 
past experience going to prove that without such 
care the loss will be enormous.

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METHODS OF DETECTIVES 


HOW THE ENTERPRISING BURGLAR 
IS SNARED. 
CANFIELD AND HIS COMPANIONS ‘‘ 8POTTED”’ 
AND TRACKED BY THE POLICE—WHAT A 
““ 8ECOND-STORY’’ THIEF IS. 

The two thieves caught by the detectives on 
Thursday night while in the act of robbing the 
gesidence of Messrs. E. E. Wadsworth and C. E. 

reckinridge, No. 121 East Thirty-fifth-street, spent 

6 night in cells at Police Head-quarters, and yes- 
terday morning were joined by their confederate, 
who had been arrested by Detectives Slevin, 
‘Adams, and Lanthier. The prisoners arrested at 
ithe house are John Riley, alias Rogers, and Frank 
VYones, alias ‘“‘the Kid.” Riley is 29 years of age 
und bis companion is 21. They are both daring 
und expert house-thieves, and Jones is said to be 
the smartest “‘second story” thief in the country. 
Whe third prisoner is Frank Canfield. an expvress- 

an, 41 years of age, who lives in Tremont. He 

as hitherto borne an excellent reputation; 
has had an office at No. 224 Lexington-avenue, and 
{bas been emnloyed by families living in the neig¢h-' 
borhood. His office is said to have been for months 
toast a rendezvous for the gang of thieves who, 


during the past Winter, have robbed so many pri- 
pvate residences and “’fiat’’ houses in the upper 
ortion of the City. Information gleaned by Can- 
eld in his business was of great usefulness to the: 
hieves. The first robbery at the house in East: 
irty-fifth-street convinced detectives that it was. 
lanned by some person who had an intimate: 
nowledge of the house, of its contents, and of the 
abits of its occupants. Many robberies in private 
wellings had been accomplished on the ‘‘second 
tory” plan, and led to similar belief. Detectives 
levin, Adams, and Lanthier were instructed to 
ay special attention to this class of thieves. Their 
picions were directed to Canfield's express office 
a rendezvous for suspicious persons, and for up-: 
of: a week the place has been under surveil-; 
ance both night and dav. They finally saw several | 
ll-known thieves visiting the place. One night: 
well-known burglar went in carrying what ar 
ared to bea kit of tools. He soon came out with- 
ut them. 
On Thursday evening, Detective Lanthier, who 
as watching the place, was satisfied from move-: 
ents he saw about the office, that there was. 
omething on foot for the night. He at once dis-* 
atched a messenger to the Central Office, and In- 
ector Byrnes, with Detectives Dolan, Adams, and 
evin, went to a quiet saloon in the neighborhood 
of Thirty-fourth-street and Lexington-avenue, 
where they met Detective Lanthier. He reported 
hat Riley, and Jones, alias ‘the Kid,’ were at that. 
ime in Canfield’s office, and were evidently: 
reparing to rob a house in the _ neigh- 
orneod. After agreeing upon a plan of opera- 
ions the detectives stationed themselves 
n Thirty-fourth-street west of Park-avenue, one 
yan concealing himself from view to watch the 
oor of the express office. In a short time Can- 
eld, Riley, and Jones came out of the office and 
alked slowiy to Thirty-fourth-street, looking 
arefully up and down the avenue. They stood 
ora few moments atthe corner and then sepa- 
ted. Riley and “the Kid’ walked to Thirty- 
fth-street and stood there a few moments. While 
aiting, a carriage, in which were the occupants of 
he house starting for the theatre, drove away from 
he front door. As soon as it was out of sight, 
iley and ‘the Kid” turned into Thirty-fifth-street 
jand halted in fromt of No. 121, where they were 
joined by Canfield, who had been partially con- 
ee behind atree-box. While they were stand- 
Inspector Byrnes sauntered along 
fon the opposite side of the street, ac- 
ycompanied by a_latd who is often  em- 
loyed by the Police on such occasions. 
Ine Inspector placed himself within the shadow of 
deep vestibule, where he could watch the house 
hich the thieves intended to rob. Suddenly “the 
id” was seen to leave his companions and ascend 
he stoop of No. 121. He at once climbed the pil- 
Jars of the portico, and, with a small ‘jiminy,” 
ushed up the second story window, the catch of 
hich was unfastened, and sprang lightly into the 
left his companion and went 
koward Third-avenue. Riley went up_ the 
ptoop, and, after listening at the door, 
concealed himself behind a tree-box. Meanwhile, 
the boy had been sent to Detectives Slevin and 
Dolan, who were directed to arrest Riley. They 
approached him cautiously, but Dolan fell on the 
avement and alarmed him. Slevin, however, 
eized Riley py the collar, when he suddenly took 
ut a huge revolver and attempted to fire. The 
etective grasped his arm and forced it behind his 
ack, then disarmed and finally overpowered him. 
ley was hurried away in the direction of Lexing- 
n-avenue, without an opportunity to alarm his 
confederate in the house, After he had gone 
he Inspector went to the house and rang 
he front bell. This alarmed ‘‘the Kid,” and in a 
oment he could be heard inside. The servant 
rl, who, with some friends, had been in the base- 
ent, heard him and added to the alarm by her 
ries of “Murder!” and ‘Police!’ Jones came 
o the window, stepped cautiously out, and passed 
own, to fallinto the arms of Detectives Adams 
nd Lanthier, who were waiting to receive him. 
On going into the house it was found that he had 
acked a quantity of clothing into a basket ready 
‘or removal, and that he had stuffed the jewelr 
nto his pockets. He was taken to Police Head- 
quarters, and Detectives Slevin, Adams, and 
Lauthier went out in search of Canfield. They 
took a train for Tremont and watched the house 
ll night. Yesterday morning they saw him leave 
t and start for the City. They took passage on the 
ame train and followed him to his office in Lex- 
ngton-avenue, where they arrested him. Ina 
Se of the office they found an assortment of

edges, a brace and bit, skeleton keys, and sev- 
ral cans of powder. The prisoners were yester- 
Way arraigned at the Essex Market Police Court 
nd remanded back into the custody of the Police. 

iley, several years ago, was arrested for stealing 

10,000 from a Wali-street broker, and was sen- 
tenced to seven years’ imprisonment at Sing Sing. 
He escaped in company with “ Big Jim” Brady, 
but was captured afterward in the act of com- 

itting a burglary, and was sent back to prison to 
complete his term. He was discharged about one 
year ago.

THE REFORMATION IN ENGLAND. 


CAUSES THAT LED TO IT AND THE CHANGES 
IT BROUGHT ABOUT. 

At the Lenten service yesterday afternoon 
in the Church of the Ascension, the Rev. Dr. Smith, 
Rector, the Rev. Julius H. Ward, of Boston, gave a 
lecture by special request on ‘‘ The Removal of Ro- 
manism from the Church of England Three Cen- 
turies Ago.’ Mr. Ward, in substance, said: No 
great religious epoch in history stands alone. The 
English Reformation had its beginnings, like the 
German Reformation under Luther, in the free, 
popular movement which followed close upon the 
discovery of the art of printing afid upon the ex- 
haustion of the Middle Age period. In England the 
people were prepared for the Reformation by the 


growth of general intelligence, by the breaking up 
of the monastic period, and by the assertion of per- 
sonal liberty. The divorce of Henry VIII. from 
Queen Catharine was the accident of the Reform- 
ation, not its cause. It made changes possible, but 
did not initiate them. When the Engiish Church 
was no longer under the political direction of 
Rome, it had a chance to remove its affiliations 
with Romanism. These were of three kinds—con- 
stitutional, doctrinal, and devotional—and they 
took place under the lead of no _ single 
man, but by authority of the Convocation 
of Mpeg A and York, the representative 
Synod of the English Church, Parliament and the 
King consenting to its action. The supremacy of 
the Pope was replaced by the supremacy of the 
King, so faras the laws of Christ allowed; the 
large fees given by the English Bishops to the 
Pope were abolished: ecclesiastical causes could 
no longer be taken to Rome as a court of final 
appeal; and theecclesiastical jurisdiction of the 
papacy in England was abolished altogether. In 
doctrines, the Convocation of 1536 made the three 
creeds—Apostles’, Nicene, and Athanasian—the 
Bible, and the first four general councils, the basis 
of Christian teaching. The doctrine of baptismal 
regeneration was affirmed anew; the sacrament of 
penance was defined; the real presence was in- 
sisted upon instead of transubstantiation, and the 
great doctrine of personal justification was asserted 
in an English fashion. 

The free reading of the Bible helped on these 
changes, and, before Henry VIII. died, in 1547, im- 
portant steps had been taken toward an English 

rayer-book. Under Edward VI. the first prayer- 
Cock was issued in 1549. A second and revised 
book, favoring the Protestant party, was set forth 
in 1552, and the gathering forces of a school of 
thought, which grew into the great Puritan party 
a generation later, were felt for the first time. 
Under Queen Mary, the Reformation was stayed 
but not destroyed. When Elizabeth ascended the 
throne, in 1558, the Reformation was advanced 
mainly upon the lines marked out under Henry and 
Edward, but two great schools of thought, the 
Catholic and Protestant, now commanded atten- 
tion, and had then, and have always had since, a 
legitimate foothold in the English Church. 
These parties were more and more sharply 
defined under Archbishop Laud and Crom- 
well, the Protector. The English Church was re- 
formed upon three principles, loyalty to Christian 
antiquity in its constitution, order, and authority; 
conformity to the Scriptures in matters of belief, 
identity with right reason in the rules of practical 
religion. These principles, Mr. Ward said, were 
developed during a period when neither party 
knew the meaning Of toleration, when the only 
way to deal with a heretic seemed to be to put him 
to death. The English Church and its American 
daughter have just reached the point where the uses 
of the toleration of differing opinions are under- 
stood. The meaning of the English Reformation 
to-day in American religious life is that in the Eng- 
lish and American Church the complementary prin- 
ciples of conservative order and personal freedom 
are in process of reconciliation. The Reformation 
gives the historical key to the Church of the future.

BUSINESS EMBARRASSMENTS. 


FAILURES IN NEW-YORK, PHILADELPHIA, 
AND ELSEWHERE. 

The Van Wyck Smelting Company, of No. 
115 Broadway and at Perth Amboy, N. J., having 
failed to pay expenses, Theodore J. Van Wyck, the 
President, who advanced most of the money, has 
foreclosed the chattel mortgage of $12,000 he held 
on the company’s effects, and the concern is ad- 
vertised to be sold out by the Sheriff on May 31. 
The company was incorporated in 1876, with a capi- 
tal stock of $500,000, only a part of which was paid 
in. They bought several patents, and erected 


works at Perth Amboy for reducing and smelting 
gold, silver, lead, and copper ores, and it is said 
over $80,000 was invested in real estate, buildings, 
and machinery. 

Waitzfelder & Lees, manufacturers of cotton and 
woolen goods at Manayunk, Philadelphia, and at 
No. 82 Thomas-street, New-York, have failed. 
Judgments aggregating $13,350 have been issued 
against them. They succeeded on Jan. 1 the. En- 
terprise Mills, a company incorporated under the 
laws of the State of New-York. with a capital 
stock of $30,000, of which Mr. Waitzfelder was the 
President. The factory was at Manayunk, where 
they manufactured for the New-York market. 

The schedules of De Forest Weld, dry goods 
merchant, have been filed. showing liabilities of 
$572,972, of which $25,750 are contingent, and $546,- 
804 preferred. The total assets are $358,374, the 
stock, notes, and accounts of the stores at Mead- 
ville and Titusville, Penn., are estimated at $150,- 
000; the stock at Bradford, Penn., is estimated at 
$75,000; the stock at Warren, Penn., is invoiced at 
$15,092; the stock at Jamestown, N. Y., is invoiced 
at $69,683, and good accounts, $16,458. 

A meeting ot the creditors of Marley, Eunson & 
Co., shirt manufacturers, at No. 411 Broadway and 
at Newark, N. J., will be called in about 10 days. 
It was stated yesterday that their suspension was 
mainly the result of guaranteeing the purchases of 
a New-Orleans furnishing goods dealer, through 
whom they have become heavily involved; drafts 
were made on them by a New-Orleans bank which 
they could not meet, and they were returned, 
whereupon the bank commenced suit, which isnow 


pending. 3 

The liabilities of the New-Jersey Refining Com- 
pany, at No. 87 Wall-street and Newark, are now 
definitely stated to be $44,000, exclusive of capital 
stock, and the nominal assets $25,000.

MANHATTAN BEACH PROPERTY. 


THE SUIT OF THE STATE TO RECOVER THE 
COMMON LANDS DISMISSED. 


' The Court of Appeals has sustained the ce- 
murrer of the defendants and thus put an end to 
the suit of the State against the New-York and 
Manhattan Beach Railway Company. The suit 
was to recover possession of common lands on 
Coney Island, in the town of Gravesend, which 
were originally granted to the use of that town by 
the Dutch Government in 1645. Their possession 
was afterward confirmed to the town by the Eng- 
lish Government. The State charged in its com- 


plaint that the Manhattan Beach Railway Company 
wrongfully took possession of the lands in con- 
troversy, and then procured them to be conveyed 
to it for an a consideration by getting 
persons not entitled to take part thereat to vote in 
a town meeting, in which the Commissioners of 
Common Lands were instructed to make the con- 
veyance. The suit was based upon the act of 1875, 
which was passed to enable the State to sue for 
money out of which this City and County had been 
defrauded, because the City and County Govern- 
ments were partially under the control of partici- 
pators in the frauds. 

The defendants demurred to the complaint on 
the ground that the act of 1875 did not give the 
State authority to sue for the recovery of real 
estate wrongfully taken out of the possession of 
@ town or municipal corporation. hen the act 
was passed, the defendants asserted. the need of 
such asult did not exist, and its terms referred 
only to personal property. The opinion of the 
Court of Appeals, written by J “ape Andrews, dis- 
cusses the act very carefully. The conclusion ar- 
rived at is that the ground of the demurrer is good. 
The opinion also declares that the State cannot, 
under cover of the law of 1875, interfere 
with an act done by the people in their 

rimar. capacity, as in a town meet- 
ny. It says: “The act of 1875 was not 
intended to give the central authority; jurisdic- 
tion to review or revise the proceedings of towns 
in town meetings, orto set them aside upon the 
allegation that the actionof atown meeting was 

roduced by corruption, intimidation, or violence. 
he system of town government may not be suffi- 
ciently guarded, but the remedy for defects is in 
the act of 1875." Allthe Justices of the Court of 
Appeals concur in Justice Andrews’s opinion ex- 
cept Justices Miller, who did not yote, and Ra- 
pallo, who was absent.

NEW POSTAL FACILITIES. 
CHANGES FOR THE ACCOMMODATION OF THE 
PUBLIC. 

Postmaster Pearson has in contemplation 
a change in the arrangement of the boxes for the 
reception of letters and papers for the mails, 
which, when carried out, will prove of great con- 
venience to the public. In order to give as much 
time as possible to persons desiring to mail letters, 
boxes were introduced by Postmaster James for 
different States and cities, and by dropping the 
letters in the proper boxes, the labors of the as- 
sorting clerks were materially lightened, and it was 
possible to maila letter within a very short time of 


the closing of the mail, with the certainty that it 
would not be delayed. The system, however, was 
a great annoyance to the public, and many persons 
objected to the trouble of separating their letters 
at the boxes. The abandonment of the sys- 
tem has been contemplated for some time, 
but it was impossible to relinquish it because, 
while the business of the Post Office was 
rapidly increasing, the force to do the work re- 
mained the same, and to add to theirtabors the 
business of assorting all the letters received would 
have resulted in delays, of which the public would 
very soon have complained. Last month, however, 
an extra allowance of $30,000 was made to the 
office by Posmaster-General James, and an addi- 
tional force of 45 clerks was appointed. -With this 
increased force Mr. Pearson feels justified in 
abandoning the old system and requiring deposit- 
ors of letters to separate them into only three 
classes—the foreign, the domestic outward, and 
the City delivery. Preparations for this anes 
in the drop system are now being made, and the 
Postmaster hopes to be able to begin with the new 
system by Monday, April 18. There will be drops 
for each of those three classes on both sides of the 
office, so that letters can be deposited either on 
the Broadway or Park-row side, thus saving many 
steps to persons coming to the office from the east 
or west. The two windows for the sale of stamps 
on the Broadway side are now kept open until 7:30 
in the evening—an hour later than formerly.

CADETS OF THE SEVENTY-FIRST. 
THEIR FOURTH ANNUALEXHIBITION DRILL— 
PROFICIENCY IN ARMY TACTICS. 

The gloomy armory of the Seventy-first 
Regiment was enlivened yesterday afternoon by 
the presence of gayly-dressed ladies and young 
misses, assembled to witness the fourth annual 
exhibition drill of the oadets of the regiment. 
These youthful soldiers, who are pupils of Dr. A. 
Callisen, of No. 131 West Forty-third-street, 
were in full-dress uniform of dark blue 
cloth and forage caps. Their ages are from 
8 to 18 years. They were armed with small 
muskets, about the size ot a parlor rifle, which 


were provided with bayonets, and their cartridge- 
boxes were filled with blank cartridges, with which 
the Cadets drilled in “loadings and firings,” ac- 
cording to the tactics. The regimental band sup- 
plied music, and two companies of 20 boys, in 
single ranks, were formed: The minutest details 
were observed in the formation, and the Adjutant 
turned over the command to the Major in due 
form. The evolutions comprised marching in 
columns of fours and wheeling into line, form- 
ing companies and platoons from columns of fours 
on the march, and the Manual of Arms. Few regi- 
ments in the National Guard drill with greater pre- 
cision than these little Cadets, and the commands 
of the officers were at all times clear and distinct. 
The only departure from the tactics was when the 
command was “‘in place rest’? and the First Ser- 
geants dropped their muskets and drew their 
swords. This is an obsolete and inharmonious 
feature. The officers of the battalion are: Major— 
W. Williams; Captains—Benjamin De Forest and 
A. Von Auw; Lieutenants—H. N. Tiemann and 
T. Jones; Adjutant—John 4H. Holden. At 
the close of the drill the officers came 
“to the front and _ centre,” when the 
Adjutant read the “orders of the day," after 
which dancing was begun and continued until 
“ early candlelight.”” Among the guests were Mrs.

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A NEW TRIAL FOR GRAY. 
EVIDENCE IN HIS FAVOR ALLEGED TO HAVE 
BEEN DISCOVERED. 

A decision was rendered by Judge Brady, in 
the Court of Oyer and Terminer, yesterday, grant- 
ing a new trial to William E. Gray, who was con- 
victed of forgery on May 29, 1879, and sentenced 
to State prison for 10 years, Judge Brady simply 
states his conclusion, and does not discuss the affi- 
davits upon which it is based. The effect of the 
new evidence he leaves to be determined fully by 
the jury upon the new trial. Gray is charged with 
having altered New-York State bounty loan bonds, 


and to have hypothecated them for alarge loan 
with the Mechanics’ National Bank of this City. 
Upon his trial he asserted that he did not know 
the bonds were raised, and that he was the 
dupe of a man named Platt, who was his part- 
ner, and who disappeared when the fact of 
the forgery was discovered. The General 
Term of the Supreme Court affirmed his 
conviction, but Gray has been kept in tho Tombs 
upon a stay of execution of sentence pending an 
appeal to the Court of Appeals. In the meantime 
a petition for his pardon, signed by many influen- 
tial persons, has been sent to Gov. Cornell, and is 
now before him. 

The motion fora new trial was made by Mr. 
Charles Steckler before Judge Brady on March 14, 
It was based upon affidavits maiportias Gray’s as- 
sertion that he was the dupe of his partner, Platt, 
and upona law of 1876 empowering a Justice of 
the Court of Oyerand Terminerto granta new 
trial either before or after the sentence of the 
person convicted. Thisis said to be the first time 
the law has been invoked. Mr. Steckler will 
now apply for the release of his client upon 
bail until his new trial. Gray _ started 
in business as a_ stock broker about 
14 years ago, with fine prospects, and backed by 
the influence of many prominent men, whose assist- 
ance was obtained for him by his father, who was 
at one time Chaplain of the United States Senate, 
and who is now Pastor of a church in San Fran- 
cisco. He fled from New-York upon the discovery 
that the bonds he had hypothecated were forged, 
and went to England where he lived in fine style 
for some years. He was arrested in London in 1873, 
but a dispute arose between our Government and 
that of Great Britain as to the construction of the 
terms of the extradition treaty, and he was re- 
leased. He was arrested again in 1876, and con- 
sented to return to New-York and stand trial.

JOHN KELLY’S ORGANIZATION. 

There was a large meeting of the Tammany 
Hall Committee on Organization yesterday, at 
which Chairman John Kelly presided. The roll of 
districts was called, and the leaders were asked to 
pay over the money for which the members of each 
district were assessed for the support of the party.

Roberts reported that the assessment in his district 
(the Seventh) had not all been collected yet, but he 
expected it would be before the next meeting of 
the committee.

The Superior Court has been engaged for a 
day or two past in the trial of an important mari- 
time suit in which George S. Townsend, the owner 
of the Townsend Line of tugs, was plaintiff, and 
Congressman Miles Ross, of New-Jersey, the owner 
of the schooner Judge Runyon, was defendant. 


The suit was for compensation for salvage. The 
plaintiff claimed that the schooner had been 
abandoned by the Captain and drifted on to 
the rocks at Whitestone Point The de- 
fendant denied this, and said that on account of 
the heavy adverse winds and floating ice he had 
anchored the schooner and gone to New-York to 
get atug; that the vessel had been left securely 
anchored in deep water under the lee of the point;

had been abandoned. They carried her off to 
New-York. There the defendant took possession 
of herin spite of the protests of the plaintiff and 
refused to pay salvage. Yesterday Judge Freed- 
man, on motion ot Abbett & Fuller, directed a 
verdict for the defendant, holding that if the case 
was a salvage case the United States court had 
jurisdiction, and that if it were not a salvage case 
a mere action of guantum meruit should have been 
instituted. .

HARRISON'S FINANCIAL AFFAIRS. 

The report of Judge Stevens, the expert 
who was appointed by Judge Knapp to examine 
the financial affairs of Harrison, was referred to 
the Hudson County Grand Jury, and filed with the 
County Clerk. The report deals principally with 
Treasurer Reilly’s accounts, and says the system 


under which he worked was so defective that even 
were his intentions ever so good errors of a very 
serious character might have been made in his ac- 
counts.
